I have the honour to submit for transmission by the High Commissioner to the Secretary 
of State my report on the finances of the Government of Palestine for the year 1935-36, 
acoompani^ by the annual returns required by Colonial Regulation 354(a). I have also to 
offer the following comments on the principal features of the Report and the conclusions to be 
drawn therefrom. 

SURPLUS BALANCES 

2> The surplus balance on the let April, 1935, amounted to i0P.4,733,566. The 
estimated Revenue for 1935-36 was £P.5,436.087 and the estimated Expenditure was 
£P.4,863,077. On this basis the surplus balance at the Slst March, 1936, would have been 
;£P.5,306,565. But the actual surplus on the 3lBt March, 1936, was £P.6,267,810 and this 
excess was caused by an increase of :£P.334,370 in the Revenue receipts and by a decrease of 
£P.626,875 in Expenditure. The factors producing this result are explained in detail in the 
attached Report but it should be noted in passing that increases in the receipts under Head IV, 
Fees of Court, etc. (iP.227,459) and Head V, Posts and Telegraphs (^P,69,796) are mmnly 
responsible for the increase in Revenue : while all except six of the thirty heads of Expenditure 
showed savings, those on Ordinary Expenditure amoimting to j£P.161,452, while on Extra¬ 
ordinary Expenditure the savings were £P.465,423 of which A*P.357,908 occurred under 
Public Worlm Extraordinary. 

3. There was thus an increase of j£P.1,534.255 in the surplus balance during the year, 
the manner of its disposal being shown in the following summary of Gk)vernment Assets and 
Liabilities at the Slst March, 1935, and the 31st March, 1936, respectively :—

4. It will be observed that the addition to the surplus balance of £P1,534,255 had been 
invested to the extent of j 6P. 965,422 (i. e. Investments j£P.l,439,922 less a decrease of 
i'P.474,500 in the amount held in the Joint Colonial Fund) and that ^P.525,189 had be-n 
added to the amount advanced in respect of projects included in the Schedule to the proposed 
new Loan and which will be reimbursed from the proceeds of the proposed 4;P.2 million Loan 
when it is raised. The balance of £P. 43,644 includes a decrease of Ji;P.5,998 in Government 
liabilities and additional sums held in Advances, Imprests, Unallocated Stores, etc. 

5. The total funded debt of Palestine at the Slst March, 1936. which is shown as a 
foot-note to the Statement of Assets and Liabilities, amounted to iP.4,476,000 and the amount 
of the Sinking Fund at that date for the redemption of stock was jG336,799.15.3d — an increase 
of d669,448.1.7d over the amount of the Sinking Fund at the Slst March, 1936.

7. It will be seen from the foregoing table that until the year 1932-33 revenues 
fluctuated considerably but maintained an annual average of some i^P.2,200,000; the last four 
years, however, have witnessed a large and continuous increase. In the year 1931-32 total 
revenues amounted to j£P.2,354,696 while in 1935-36 they amounted to £P.5,770,457. There 
was thus an increase in annual receipts during these four years of j£P.3,415,761 or an increase 
of 145 per centum. In the first complete year (1921-22) the Revenue was jBP.2,371,631 but 
this included a sum of £P.323,000 approximately, in respect of taxes collected during the period 
1st Joly, 1920, to the Slst Miuuh, 1921, on account of the Ottoman Public Debt, which ^ould 
properly have been credited to Revenue in the preceding year. Ten years later, however, 
revenue amounted to £P.2,354,696 only while the highest recorded revenue in the twelve years 
preceding 1932-33 was :eP.2,809,324 in 1925-26. 

8. It has been noted that there was no real increase in revenue until 1932-33 and an 
examination of the main factors which have contributed to the subsequent increase is of interest. 
Those factors are set out below :—

10. On the other hand Expenditure showed a fairly normal and constant rate of progress 
until 1934-35 with the exception of the years 1927-28 and 1928-29. In the first of these years 
Expenditure rose by £P.577,000 and a further increaee of jeP.297,000 occurred in 1928-29. 
These increases, however, w'ere due to abnormal payments of a non-recurrent nature and 
exi^nditure dropped to normal again in 1929-30. Since 1931-32 it has grown from a figure 
of ^P.2,377,626 to £P.4,236,202 in 1935-36. Most Departments have shared in the increase 
but the major portion has fallen to the Depart men ts of Customs^ Posts and Telegraphs and 
Lands and Surveys — owing to increased earnings of these departments — District Adminis- 
^tion. Health, Education, Agriculture, Police and Prisons, Defence and Public Works 
(Recurrent); while a considerable increase has taken place in extraordinary expenditure by the 
^partments of Public Works, Poets and Telegraphs and the Railways and in expenditure on 
Miacellaneous services. The greatest single increase occurred in expenditure on extraordinary 

works under the vote for Public Works Kxtraordinai^- which rose from £P.101,U38 in 1931-32 
to jeP.646,044 in 1935-36.

12. Although the total sniplus balance at the 31fit March, 1936, exceeded by £F,497,353 
the whole of the revenue receipts for 1935-36 the surplus is fully required to meet outstanding 
needs. The increase in the population by immigration and natural increase creates demands 
for capital works and recurrent services which must be met if the country is to develop along 
normal iCnd progressive lines. Until recent years little or no surplus had been available from 
ordinary annual revenues for development or for social services, which had been necessarily 
restricted, but the growth of revenue receipts during the past four years has enabled additional 
funds to be devoted to these purposes. 


13. With regard to capital expenditure, it will be realised that the deficiences which 
could not be met tom gener^ revenues have been partly made good by additional funds 
provided under the Palestine Government 5% Guaranteed Loan (1942-67) which was raised 
in 1997. The amount provided under that Ix>an was ;£P.4,497,375 and the funds so raised 
were utilised for the purchase of the Palestine Railways, general railway improvements, 
harbour construction at Haifa and improvements to Jaffa Port, the improvement of telegraph 
communications and the construction of Government buildings. 



14. In addition, however, to the expenditure financed from Loan funds, efforts bav* 
been made since the annual revenues have improved to overtake arrears and to keep pace with 
the demand for capital works. In this connection the following table is of interest:—

16. With regard to agricultural and social services the growth of expenditure, as 
reflected in the following table, is of interest aa illustrative of the advance made since 1931-32 
when the revenues first began to soar; but it should be mentioned that the expenditure shown 
in the following table is in respect of expenditure directly incurred by these Departments 
and does not include expenditure on extraordinary works services :—

17. It will be realised that any further allocation of funds for recurrent expenditure on 
social services largely depends on any future increase in stable revenue receipts. The surplus 
balances at the Slst March, 1936, are required and have been largely earmarked for services 
of a capital or non-recurrent nature and it is also important that a Keserve Fund shall be 
created as a contingency against any serious shrinkage of revenue. The list of essential 
requirements to be met from sur|>lu6 balances, including the creation of the Reserve Fimd, is 
already formidable and exceeds in amount the surplus balance of j£P.6,967,dlO held at the 
31st March, 1936. Thus it is not possible to contemplate the employment of the surplus 
balance for the extension of agricultural and social services. 

Since the 31st March last political disturbances have caused a substantial fall in revenue 
receipts and have entailed additional expenditure. The effect of the disturbances on Govern¬ 
ment's finances cannot be gaugSd until normal conditions are restored but that the surplus 
is in danger of depletion seems already fairly evident from the figures of Revenue and 
Expenditure during the first five months of 1936-37 which were as under :—

18. The figures for August include a sum of i^P.50,000 above the normal for the 
September quarter for the cost of Defence but except for this the figures for the first five 
months include little on account of the heavy expenditure which is bound to result from the 
disturbances and will fall to be met later. Moreover, expenditure on capital works has been 
kept at a mipimum owing to the disturbances and considerable arrears will have to be over¬ 
taken when normal conditions are restored. 

In view of the present situation the probable extent of the surplus at the end of 1936-37 
and the manner of its disposal cannot be foreseen until the disturbances have ceased. 


REVENUE 1936-36 

19- The total revenue for the year amounted to i£P.5,770,457. Details are shown in 
Appendix II and the main items of revenue ore discussed in the attached Report. The 
receipts for the year exceeded the Estimated Receipts bv iBP.334,370 and the actual receipts 
for 1934-35 by £P.317,824. 

90. Revenue is classified in .Appendix II in accordance with Colonial Regulations and 
follows the classification in the Estimates but the following summary shows a somewhat 
different classification namely (a) the net revenue or expenditure of self-balancing Departments 
(b) the gross figures of the main sources of taxation proper and (c) the gross figures of other 
receipts (excluding the grant-in-aid). Reasons for this readjustment were given in paragraph 
3 of my memorandum covering the Report for 1934-35.

As regards the net revenue or expenditure of self-balancing Departments, it will be 
observed that both the Posts and Telegraphs Department and the Railways show an excess of 
expenditure over revenue. The following statements, however, show that this excess is in 
both cases entirely due to the large expenditure in 1935-36 on extraordinary works, mainly 
of a capital nature :—

22. The increase in the volume of Posts and Telegraphs business transacted by the 
De{>artment is shown in paragraph 123 of the attached report. The estimate of revenue for 
the year 1935-36 was exceeded by £P.69,796 while the actual receipts in 1934-36 were 
exce^ed in 1935-36 by dGP.63,079. It should be explained, however, that while expenditure 
includes a sum of £P.20,000 in respect of a contribution to the Renewals ^und, it does not 
include debt charges on capita! expenditure (j£P.168.126) met from Loan funds or any charge 
in respect of interest on capital works carried out from siuplos balances, either in 19^36 cf 
in previous years. 





23. The total revenue of the Palestine and Hijuz Railways exceeded the estimate by 
£P.27,555, while expenditure on railway working and debt charges exceeded the estimate by 
.1:P.40,138 and extraordinary expenditure was jt*P.107»767 under the estimate. The excess 
in the expenditure on railway working was due to the increase in operation expenses by reason 
of increased traffic and to certain wage concessions to the staff. The under>expenditure on 
extraordinary heads was due to the non-completion or postponement of certain capital projects 
such as the new passenger station in the reclaimed area at Haifa; the additional siding at 
Jerusalem ; the purchase of new locomotives; and the expropriation of land and buildings for 
the enlargement of the Jaffa (loods Yard, the new passenger station at Tel Aviv and the line 
from Jaffa Station to the Port. The figure of Railway revenue includes a moiety of the prohis 
of the Kantara-Hafa Railway and the surplus of the Petah Tiqva Railway. 

24. As regards taxation, it will be seen that while Customs and Excise duties, etc. 
showed an increase of i‘P.6d,647 over the estimates for the year and i;F.j53,166 over the actual 
receipts of the preceding year, receipts from Urban Property tax. Rural Property tax, etc. 
were £P.80.238 below the estimates for the year and £P. 33*906 below the actual receipts of 
the preceding year- It will also be seen that while receipts from Stamp duties* Registration 
of Land fees* etc.* were only £P.7*601 above the actual receipts for 1984-^^5. they exceeded 
liie estimates for the year by iSP-187*139. The total receipts from taxation were £P.176*548 
over the estimates for the year and £P-126.659 over the actual receipts for 193>l-35. 

25. The largest (‘ontribution to taxation was in respect of collections of Customs and 
Excise duties, etc. Collections from these sources accounted for £P.3,12d,997 of the total 
(ollections of iiP.4,097.126 from Taxation proper. The total value of imports for home 
consumption increased from j£P-16,257.368 in 1934-35 to £P-17*233(151 in 1935-36 of which 
i'P.9,883.2<X) and £P.10.146,700 respectively was in respect of dutiable goods. It is interesting 
to note that while tlie total value of the imports for the hrst 8 months of tiie year totalled 
CP.12,030,376 as compared with dBP.10,585.690 in the corresponding period of 1934-35, the 
total value of imports during the last 4 months of the year totalled £P.5,202,775 as compared 
with fP.5.671.698 in the corresponding period of the preceding year. The decline in the 
total value of imports during the last 4 months of the year was mainly in respect of manu¬ 
factured articles. The total value of imports of food, drinks and tobacco and unclassified 
goods showed an increase during that period. There was definite evidence during the last 
4 months of the year of the disappearance of "boom' conditions and of a tendency towards 
the stablization of economic activities. It is difficult directly to attribute this decline and 
apparent stabilization to any specific cause; but the events resulting from the uneasiness in the 
financial position generally, owing to the critical external political situation in August and 
September of 1935 and the run on local banka during those months, with the consequent 
restriction of credit* were undoubtedly contributory causes. The visible evidence of this stabil¬ 
ization was the decline in the import of commodities for the building and transport industries* 
machinery generally and cotton piece goods, silk tissues and wearing apparel. There was a 
considerable decline in the import of wheat and wheat flour, but this was mainly due to the 
fact that the local harvest in 1935 was better than that of the preceding year. During 1935-36 
the rates of certain Customs duties were reduced as a measure of relief to taxpayers. The 
most important of these was the reduction in the rate of import dnty on sugar with effect 
from the 6tl» September, 1935. from ^fiP.lO per ton to £P.5 per ton. Actually, however, 
imports of sugar in 1935-36 totalled approximately 27,000 tons as compared with total imports 
in 1934-35 of approximately 19,000 tons. 

26. Exports ivre not subject to the payment of duty except in the case of antiquities. 
It is interesting, however, 4o note that the total value of exports decreased from £P.5,402,900 
in 1934-35 to fP.4.668.700 in 1935-36. Although the export of citrus during the financial 
year 1935-36 fell short of the exports of the preceding financial year by 59,952 cases, the export 
of citrus in respect of the citrus season of 1935-36 fell short of that of the precedii^ year by 
1,337.015 cases. But exports of manufactured products increased from J6P.289.900 in 1934-35 
to fP.386.800 in 19.35-36. There are. however, indications that industry is developing at a 
more rapid rate than is shown hy the increase in the export of its products and that the local 
market largely absorbs the ^products of local industry. In this connection it is also interesting 
to note that the output of tobacco for local consumption increased from 783.221 kilos in 
1934-35 to 977,521 kilos in 1935-36 and that although the tobacco excise duty was substantially 
reduced, with effect from the 16th April, 1935, the receipts in 1935-36 were J6P.248.251 as 
compared with J6P.266,111 in 1934-35. The output for local consumption of wines and spirits 
increased irom 1,947,741 litres in 1934-35 to 2.439,017 litres in 1935-36. There were also 
substantial increases in the local production of matches and salt . Actually, however, the 
total receipts from excise duties in 1935-36. namely fP.358,078. were approximately the 
same as the receipts in 1934-35. 

27. Receipts from Stamp duties. Registration of Land fees, etc., very largely exceeded 
the estimates. Receipts from Stamp duties totalled £P.124.477 as compared with the estimate 
of jeP.lOO.OOO; and receipts from Land Registration fees totalled £P.398.876 os compared 
with the estimate of j6P.250,000. Fees for the Registration of Companies, etc., totalled 
£P-28*958 as compared with the estimate of £P.15*100. It was anticipated when the Estimates 
were framed that there would be fewer transactions in land and that the values would drop 
during the year. Actually there was an increase in the number of land transactions and in 
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the number of dunums transferred in 1935-36 as compared with the figures for 1934-35; but 
the value of properties transferred was approximately the same. There was, however, a 
large nunaber of arrears of transactions awaiting registration at the beginning of the year. 
The increases under Stamp duties and Begistration of Companies fees were due to continued 
trade activities generally — the former showing an 18% increase and the latter being approx¬ 
imately the same. 

28. Receipts from Urban Property tax and Rural Property tax, including arrears of 
House and Lana tax, Tithe and Animal tax, fell short both of the estimates for the year and 
the receipts of the preceding year. Receipts from Urban Property tax totalled £P.241,041 in 
1935-36 as compared with £P.225,580 in 1934-35, and the estimate for the year of JEP.256,000; 
but the rate of tax on house property was reduced from 12|% to 10% with effect from the l»t 
April, 1935. Collections of Rural Property tax were approximately dBP.50,000 under the 
estimate. The tax was first introduced in substitution for the House and Land tax in rural 
areas and the Tithe from the 1st April, 1935, but there were certain delays in introducing it. 
The Rural Property tax is estimated to produce about one-half the assessment of tlie former 
taxes for which it was substituted; and it is estimated that the tax due for collection in 1935-36 
was approximately £P.143»000 after providing for remissions on account of the partial failure 
of the citrus crop. The collection of arrears of House and Land tax in both urban and rural 
areas and of Tithe in 1935-36 totalled, in addition, i£P.62,816. Receipts from Animal tax 
in 1935-36 totalled JEP.39,376; but collection of the tax in 1936 was commenced earlier than 
in the previous year and collections are stated to include j£P.16.197 which would otherwise 
have been collected in the early months of next financial year. 

29« As regards other revenue receiptSi it will be seen that they exceeded last year's 
receipts by i6P,127,411 and the estimate by j 6P.96,107. A full explanation of these increases 
is given in the attached Report. They are generally explained by the increase in services 
rendered by Government Departments. It should be explained, however, that Porterage 
Services at Haifa were not taiken over by the Customs Department during the year until the 
let of July instead of the let of April as was originally intended; and that £P.34,284 was 
brought to account during the year in respect of appreciation of. investments and profits on 
the sale of investments which could not be foreseen when the Estimates for the year were 
framed and compare with £P.50,722 brought to account in 1934-35. 

EXPENDITURE 1935-36 

30. The total Expenditure during 1935-36 amounted to £P.4,236.202 which was 
£P.625,875 under the approved Estimates and i£P.l,006,192 in excess of the Expenditure in 
1934-35. The attached Report comments on all important increases and decreases as compared 
with the Estimates, and details of expenditure under sub-heads are given in Appendix IIT.

32. The financial position of the Posts and Telegraphs Department and the Railways 
has been separately dealt with in paragraph 21. 


33. It will be seen from the table in paragraph 31 that recurrent expenditure under 
ordinary heads in 1935-36 amounted to £P.2,695,033 as compared with the estimate of 
£P.2,8^,973 and the actual expenditure of £P.2.329»961 in 1934-35. The saving under 
Defence and Police and Prisons was due mainly to the postponement of projects for the building 
of married quarters for troops, to vacancies in establishment generally in the Police and the 
Trans-Jordan Frontier Force, and to savings generally. The other increases and decreases 
are explained in the attached Report. 


34. It will also be seen from the table in paragraph 31 that non-recurrent expenditure 
in 1935-36 totalled j 6P.829,844 as compared with the approved estimate of :6P.1,148,846 and 
the actual expenditure of £P.419,148 in 1934-35. The following table shows the principal

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38- During the months of August, beptember and October. 1935. however, currency in 
circulation increased from £P>5t561.99d at the 1st August, 1935. to £P*7.545il34 at the 31st 
October, 1935. This increase was due to large withdrawals of deposits from local Banks as a 
result of uneasiness caused by the situation in Ethiopia. Currency in circulation, however, 
declmed from £P.7,545,134 at the Ist November, 1935, to £P.6,998,ld4 at the 31at January 
1936, as with the easing of the international situation many deposits were returned to local 
Banlm; and by the 31st March, 1936, the amount of currency in circulation further decreased 
to £P.6,236,134. It was necessary during this period to supplement very largely the stocks 
of currency held locally as it was uncertain to what extent demands for currency would be 
necessaiy to meet further withdrawals of Bank deposits. Approximately £P.2,765,000 was 
received m September, £P.l,256,000 in October, and £P.850,000 in November, 1935, 

39. During the year 1935-36 there was a deficit of £61,009.7.5 in the Profit and Loss 
Account after the payment of a contribution amounting to £P.115,000 to the Government of 
Palestine in respect of the year 1934-35. The loss was caused by depreciation in the value of 
investments and silver coin in stock and the abnormal amount expended during the year on the 
manufacture and supply of new currency. A sum of £P.100,000 has been paid to the 
Palestine Government in 1936-37 as a contribution by the Currency Board in respect of the 
year 1935-36. 

40. The total currency in circulation at the 31st March, 1936, amounted to 
£P.6,236,134.500 mils. The investments of the Palestine Currency Board at mean market 
price at ^e Slst March, 1936, amounted to £5,345,672.6.6; and at that date the Palestine 
Currency Board had £1,000,000 on deposit at the Bank, and £404,318.3.11 in Bank and Cash 
Balances. Moreover the market value of silver in coin in stock and in circulation at the Slst 
March, 1936, less 10% to cover cost of realisation, was £24t),721.17.6.

BANKS 


42. In the Annual Report for the year 1934-35 reference was made to the recom¬ 
mendations of the Banking Committee appointed in that year to consider ways and means 
whereby the finannial reputation and credit of the country might be safeguarded and the inter¬ 
ests of Bank depositors protected. Those recommendations have, in part, been implemented by 
the enactment of the Banking (Amendment) Ordinance, 1936, under which, inter alia, monthly 
returns of Assets and LiabUities of institutions snbjec* to the Banking Ordinance are now 
rendered to Government.

44. No comparison of the total figures with those obtaining as at the dlst March, 1935, 
can be made as, prior to the enactment of the Banking (Amendment) Ordinance, 1936. Foreign 
Banks were not called ^pon to submit returns to Oovemment. 

45. In regard to the low cash ratio to sight deposits maintained by Foreign Banks,- it 
will be apprecia^ that the figures in line 5 do not include :— 

(a) Balances totalling ;£P.3,224,459 (approximately 34% of their sight deposits) with 
their Head Office or their own Branches outside Palestine; and 

(b) £P.4.263,13^ (approximately 45% of their sight deposits) in investments most of 
which are in gilt edged securities. 

The bulk of the sum shown under (a) and (b) above could, it is understood. be made 
readily available for the purchase of currency locally. 

46. The enactment of further measures of control over Banks is under the consideration 
of Oovemment.

2. ’The estimated total revenue for the year was jI’P. 5,436,087 and the actual collections 
amounted to 4*P.5,770,457, thus revenue collections exceeded the e.stimate by 4:P.334.370. 

3. The effect of the international situation on ’’boom" conditions in Palestine was 
naturally reflected in the external trade of the country; and in December revenue declined, 
particularly under the Heads : Customs, Port and Marine, and Fees. In February the revenue 
estimate was revised, reducing an earlier revision from i-P.6,150,000 to UP.5,739,(XK). In the 
light of actual collections this last revision was justified. .Actual collections exceeded the revised 
estimate hv UP.31,467. 


4. The table set out below shows the revenue collections during the first eight and the 
last four months of each of the year 1933-34,1934-35 and 1935-36, together with the percentage 
of the collections of the lost four^onths of the total collections for the year :—

Interesting features of trade in 1935^ are: 

(a) Imports of Foreign Goods for local consumj^ion increased from £P.16,257,400 in 
1984-35 (of which i5P.9,083,2(X) were dutiable goods) to £P.17,383,2(X) in 1935-36 
(of which ieP.10,146,700 were dutiable goods). The increase was approximately 

6 per cent. 

(b) Exports of Palestine produce fell from i*P.3,867,100 in 1934-36 (of which ^P.389,100 
were Palestine manufactures) to fP.3.768,700 (of which £P.386,800 were Palestine 
manufactures). The decrease in the volume of exports was approximately 3%. 

The increase of £P.976,8(X) in the value of imports of foreign goods for local consumption 
is mainly due to the increase in commercial and industrial activities in general during the first 
eight months of the year.

Aa already explained Cuatouia Revenue began tu allow a decline in December. The etfect 
of the decline on importations according to category ia as under : — 


Class I — Pood, Drink and Tobacco. 

Until the month of December inclusive of 19H5 there was a considerable increase in the 
volume of imports under this category. The total iiiipKirts from the 1st April, 1935, to the Slst 
December, 1935, amounted to iiP.'J,'899.717 uh compared with i'l\‘J,147,640 for the corres¬ 
ponding period of the previous year; while in Decenilier. 1935. the imports were valued at 
£P.391,798 as compared with .£P.315,574 in the previous December. • There was a marked 
decline, however, in the volume of imports during January which was intensified in the next 
two months. The relative figures for the first three months of 1935 and 1936 were as under :—

There was, however, an increase of £P.666,491 in the total value of imports for the year, the 
relative figures being £P.2,994,800 in 1934-35 and £P.3,66l,291 in 1935-36. 

The fall in the value of food, drink and tobacco during the last four months of the year is 
mainly attributable to a decline in the importation of wheat, live animals for food and imported 
foodstuffs generally. There was no falling off in the import value of beers, wines and spirits 
or in tobacco and tombac products. The latter were responsible for an increase of £P.34,600 in 
the receipts from Import Duty for the year. 


Class II — Raw Materials and Articles Mainly Unm.^ncfactcred. 

Until the month of November, 1935, inclusive, imports under this category showed an 
increase of £P.143,744 over the value of imports during the corresponding period of the previous 
year. Thereafter the volume of imports declined and tlie recorded value in December, 1935, was 
£P.66,607 only as compared with £P.110,157 in the previous month and £P.105,916 in 
December, 19^. For the last four months of the financial years 1934-35 and 1935-36 the 
recorded values of imports under this category were as under

The total increase in the value of imports under Class II in 1935-36, as compared with 
the value in 1934-35, was £P.26,701. 

The principal decline occurred in the importation of wood for building purpom the 
quantity of which was 46,468 cubic metres less than the quantity in 1934-35 while the duty fell 
from £P.67,700 to £P.52.700. ^ 


Class HI — Artic les Wholly or Mainly Manufactured. 

A decline in the value of imported commodities under this category occurred in December 
1936. For the eight months ended the 30th November, 1935, there was an increase of 
£P. 796,943 over the recorded value of imports in the corresponding period of 1934 but whereas 

DecmSer^ valued at £P.949,358 in November, 1935, they fell to £P.736,203 in

The commodities showing the greatest decline in the last four months of the year were 
building materials such as cement, iron bars, angles and rods. Imports of cotton piece goods, 
wearing apparel and silk tissues also fell off considerably; imports of industrial machinery were 
also sulMtantially reduced, as were imports of motor vehicles and parts. 

The figures for the year 1935-36 were, however, more favourable in total than the figures 
for 1934-35 notwithstandmg the decline in the last four months. The respective total values 
were £F.1(>.030,737 in 1934-35 and £P.10.129.864 in 1935-36. This is mainly due to increased 
importations of benaine which produced £P.125,700 more revenue in 1935-36 than is the pre¬ 
ceding year. 


Class IV — Unclassified. 


In the first quarter of 1935-36 the value of uuclassified impoits fell considerably below the 
recorded value in the first quarter of 1934-35, the respective values being i£P.4^,448 and 
j£P.634,963. With effect, however, from the month of July. 1935, imports increased consider¬ 
ably in value and at the 31st January, when a decline set in, the imports for ten months 
exceeded the imports in the corresponding period of the previous year by £P.171,889. For 
the last three months of the financial years 1934-35 and 1935-36 the recorded values of imports

:fcT.6,402,900 in 1934-35. The value of exports of Palestinian produce fell by jEP. 108,400 or 
3% to £P.3,758,700. 

The exports of principal commodities during; 1935-36 compare uh under with exports 
durinf( 1934-35 ;— 

(a) Exports of citrus fruits decreased by 59,952 cases, watermelons increased by 1,306 
tons and barlev declined bv 31,731 tons. The value of these exports fell from 
£P.3.:138,500 to £P.3.066,^,or by £P.282,9(X). 

(b) Exports of animal feedinj^ cukes decreased by 1,754 tons; edible oils by 402 tons 
(olive oil increased by 153 tons) while hides and skins rose by 833 tons. The value 
of these exports increased from j£P.96,4()0 to €P.128,1()0 or by £P.31,7(X). 

(c) Exports of wearing apparel increased from iJP.49,900 to j£P.77,6()0 or by 4;P.27,7()0. 

(d) Exports of w'ines decreased by 21,154 hectolitres; laundry soap by 31 tons and 
cement increased by 592 tons. The value of these exports und of artificial teeth 
increased from ^P.119,600 to £P.131,900, or by £P.11,400. 

It should be observed that the quantity of citrus fruit decreased by 59,952 cases, and the 
value fell bv £P.264,900. Exports of manufactured products increased from ,4*P.289.100 to 
i?P.386.800‘orby £P.97,700.

The decrease under item 5, Mooring Dues, in comparison with 1934-35 is counter¬ 
balanced by the increase under item 4, Berthage Dues, as more ships were berthed at the main 
wharf at Haifa during 1935-36 than during the previous year. This is attributed to the more 
expeditious handling of cargo by the Government porterage service, thereby releasing vessels 
without undue delay and enabling greater use to be made of the wharf, and to the fact that 
timber which had formerly been unloaded at the main breakwater, was unloaded at the 
main wharf. 

The Oil Dock was not completed during the year and consequently the minimum pay¬ 
ment of j£P.S0.000 per annum under the contract with the Iraq Petroleum Company did 
not become operative, but a sum of £P.16,(XX) was received from dues levied at the rate nf 
two-pence per ton on oil loaded into the C/ompany*8 vessels from sea lines.

A reduced scale of licence fees came into etfect on the 1st July, 1935. Previously road 
motor transport licences were issuable (quarterly. Under the new measure licences are valid 
for a period of one year from the date of issue of the licence. The new licence fees shew a con¬ 
siderable reduction in the old rates. Quarterly or half-yearly licences may still, however, be 
issued for commercial vehicles or tractors used for haulage on public roads" and public motor 
vehicles having a seating capacity exceeding seven persons, using fuel oil other than l>enzine. 

Quarterly licences in 1936-36 were therefore taken out for June quarter only, save in the 
case of the exceptions mentioned above; thereafter the licences were taken out fur a complete 
year. Thus it will be seen than an additional (juarter’s licence fees were collected in 1935-36. 
This will not occur in 1936-37 and the revenue for that year should reflect fully the reduction 
in the scale of licence fees. 

16. The increase of A*P.9,376 in the collections under Animal Tax is due to an increase 
in live stock and earlier collection of the tax. Assessments for the last three vears were :— 

1933- 34 31,456 

1934- 35 39.138 

1935- 36 37,815 

The assessment of Animal Tax for the year 1935-36 is ;£P.32,138. During 1934-35 
1;P.8,387 was collected in respect of the assessment for 1935-36; and during 1935-36 i-P.16,197 
was collected in respect of the assessment for 1936-37. The District CommissionerH report that 
at the 31st March, 1936, arrears of Animal Tax collections totalled £P.2,102. 

17. The decrease of ^P.12,733 in respect of collections of House and Land Tax is due to 

over-estimation of the amount of arrears collectable. This tax together with the tithe was 

replaced with effect from the Ist April, 1935 by the Rural Property Tax, except in the 

B^rsheba and Huleh areas where the tithe remains in force. The arrears at the 3l8t March, 
1936, are reported to l)e IIP.151,154. 

18. The decrease of £P.13,452 under tithe was due to over-estimation of the arrears 
of revenue collectable. The tithe was replaced in all areas with the exception of Beersheba 
and the Huleh with effect from the Ist April, 1935, by the Rural Property Tax. The assess¬ 
ment of commuted tithe in the Beersheba and Huleh areas is £P.9,615: but in 1935-36, 50% 
of the assessment in Beersheba Area, namely £P.4,569, was remitM on account of the 
complete failure of the later rains of 1935. District Commissioners report that at the Slst 
March, 1936, arrears of tithe totalled j£P.113,256. 

19. Collections of Rural Property Tax in 1935-36 amounted to jGP. 100.530 as compared 
with the estimate of ^P.150,000. The Rural Property Tax was introduced with effect from the 
Ist April, 1936, in substitution for the House and Land Tax in rural areas and the Tithe except 
in the Beersheba and Huleh areas where the Tithe is still collected; but there was some delay 
in completing assessments in time for collections to commence at the beginning of the year, and 
a large number of claims from citrus ^wers for exemption under Section 6(3)(i) of the Rural 
Property Tax Ordinance, 1935, are still under examination. It was found necessary to reduce 
the rate of tax payable in certain citrus areas owing to unfavourable climatic conditions in May, 
and also to reduce the rate of tax in the Anja area in the Jordan Valley where the winter crops 
had failed as a result of unavoidable natural causes. The assessment of tax payable during 
1935-36, however, approximated jfip.143,000. 

t 

20. The amount collected during the year in respect of Urban Property Tax was 

£P.241,041 which was JEP.13,959 less than the estimated revenue. The net assessment payable 
daring 1935-36 was ^P.252.927 as compared with £P.261.362 in 1934-35; but the rate of tax on 
house property was reduced from 12i% to 10% with effect from the Slst April, 1935. District 
Commissioners reported that at the^Slst March, 1936, arrears of Urban Property Tax totalled 
deP.156,718. ^ ‘ 

21. The increase of ;6P,24.477 under Stamp duties is due to the increase of commercial 
transactions and was not affected to any appreciable extent by the economic set back. The 
average monthly revenue during the period December to April was actuallv in excess of the 
averse revenue for the preceding eight months owing to the fact that two Moharrams fell 
within one financial year and that two leases, which are subject to stamp duty, were executed 
during the financial year. The increase over collections in 1934-35 amount^ to fP.19.223. 

22. The Excise duty on matches realised fP.7.933 over the estimated revenue. It 
increased from £P.23.816 in 1934-36 to ;eP.30.933 in 1936-36, and the production of matches 
rose from 188,343 gross of boxes in 1984-35 to 236,688 gross of boxes in 1935-36. No new 
factories were open^ during the year. 

23. The Excise duty on tobacco decreased from £P.266,111 in 1934-35 to jeP.248.261 in 
1935-36. The Excise duty on tobacco and Heisheh was reduced from 350 mils and 150 roils 



per kilo renpectively to 250 mils and 100 mils, with effect from 16tb April, 1935. The manu¬ 
facture of tobacco by local lactones increased during the year to meet the needs of the 
growing population.

25. The increase of i;P.16,546 over the estimated revenue from fines and forfeitures and 
of i;P.19,727 over the collections in 19^4-35 was due entirely to increases under fines and 
forfeitures imposed by the Courts (whose increased activities are likewise reflected under 
Court Fees) and the Customs Authorities. The total collections included £F.18417 on 
account of the forfeiture of immigrants* deposits as compared with £P.24,189 from this source 
in 1934-35. 

HEAD l\. Fees op Court or Oppicb» Rec eipts fob Hpecific Services and 

Rbimbursbmentb — Over the Estimate ^P.227,459. 

26. The main source of Revenue under this head, in 1935-36, was provided by fees for 
land registration which amounted to £P.398,875 as compared with £P.407,765 in 1934-35 and 
was £P.148,876 over the estimate of fP.250,000 for the year under review. In this connection

29. This item formerly included Customs supervision charges and fees for the hire of 
cranes but these were provided for in 1936-36 under Items 2 and 3 of Head IV. The fees 
for crane hire amounted to £P.2,898 and Customs fees (including Supervision fees) amounted 
to £P.5,238 as compared with jBP. 538 in 1934-35. In 1934-35 total collections under Item 9 
amounted to i£P.6.3H6 and included £P.6,()02 in respect of Customs Supervision charges and 
fees of crane hire, leaving j£P.384 collected in respect of other Office fees. The estimate of 
£P.4,(XX) in 1935-36 was therefore over-optimistic in view of the transfer of the fees afore¬ 
mentioned to separate items. It is difficult, however, to estimate the probable revenue from 
Fees of Office with any degree of accuracy. 

Itbu 12. Plant Fumigation — Under the Estimate £P.9,166. 

30. As in past years great difficulty was experienced by the Department in collecting 
from the growers the cost of the fumigation of citrus trees undertaken by the Department of 
Agriculture under the provisions of the Plant Protection Ordinance. During 1935-36 a sum 
of £P.5,260 was expended by the Department in carrying out this service but a sum of £P.B34 
only was recovered from grove owners. 

Steps taken bv the Department during the year for the recovery of arrears resulted in 
635 cases being dealt with in the Courts but the execution of judgments was stayed pending 
the result of an economic survey of citrus groves in the Acre Sub-District.

The arrears for 1935-36 represent unpaid instalments only at the 31st March, 1936. 

Competition has reduced the cost of contract fumigation from 70 miln per tree in 1932 
to 39 mils in 1936. The numbers of trees fumigated during the calendar year 1935 was 
186,144 of which 136J.02 were fnmigafad by Government agency and 51,042 by the grove 
owners. The number fumigated by private owners shows an increase of 13,274 over the 
number fumigated in this manner in 1984 and it is hoped that the f^ in the cost of fumigation 
will encourage a still gr eat er number of private owners to und»ta^ this service in the future. 
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iTUf 13. POBTBIUUB Chabqbs, Hajpa Habuour — Under the Estimate £P.15,31^. 

31. It was anticipated when the Batimates were framed that the new Porterage service 
would come into operation on the Ist April, 1936, and the estimated revenue of A*P.4d,500 
covered a full year. It was not possible, however, to inaugurate the service until the 1st July. 
The expenditure on the service was, of course, correspondingly reduced, but the financial result 
of the nine months operations was a loss of jEP. 1,958. The deficit occurred during the first 
seven months of the service and was due, in the main, to an uneconomic use of lateur. The 
necessary revision of fees is under the consideration of Government. 

Item 17. Registration op Co^anibs and Partnfjiships — Over the Estimate £P.13,d63. 

32. The revenue under this item amounted to j£P.28,863 which was d£P.13,863 in 
excess of the estimate but i-P.1,338 lower than the revenue in 1934-35. The number of new 
companies registered in the last four years and the authorised increase in registered capital is

33. The revenue from this source was £P.ld,856 in excess of the estimate and 
:£P.10,922 in excess of the previous year's collections. The increase was mainly due to larger 
unports by sea of animals for slaughter but receipts included a sum of £P.1,287 in respect of 
fees levied on owners of sheep and goats in the Jerusalem District to cover the cost of a pro¬ 
tective vaccination campaign against anthrax. The number of animals imported by sea during

Item 32, Rbdibursbhbnts — Railwatb — Under the Estimate £P.4.495. 

34. The estimate of revenue from this source was £P.11,750 but collections amounted 
to j 6P.7,256 only. The decrease was due mainly to the fact that the estimate included a sum 
of £P.4,000 in respect of the cost of printing services which it was expected would be rendered 
to the Railway by the new Government Printing Press. The new Press did not function 
effectively, however, until late in the year and a sum of £P.3 only was pmd by the Railways 
daring the year for work undertaken on their behslf. In addition the estimate of the cost of 
services rendered by the Colonial Andit Department proved to be in excess of the amount 
required W i£P.248 while the estimate in resp^t of the cost of services rendered by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health was £P.266 in excess of requirements. 

Item 84(a). Settlement op Displaced Arabs. 

36. This is a new item recording the recovery of advances for the purchase of animals 
and seed made to Arabs who have been re-settled on the land under the approved Loan scheme. 
The som of £P.2.()76 represents recoveries effected during the period 1st April, 1934, to Slst 
March, 1986, whi^ were previously credited to ‘Advances in anticipation of the Loan*. 
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Item 36. Rbimbi^R8BMI<:sth — Mi8CIUJ.anbol'8 — Over the Estimate jSP.762. 

36. This sub-liead is used for the classihcatiun of such sums received in reimbursement 
uf expenditure as are nut speeitically provided for under other sub-heads; thus it is not easy to 
estimate receiptn. The iiirtjur receipts classified to this item in 1935-36 were sums received 
from villages in part payiiieni of the cost of installing latrines (£TM,388), receipts for printing 
services rendered by the (iovernment Press to the Department of Posts and Telegraphs and the 
Trans-Jordan Frontier Force (j£P.1,141), repayment of anti-malarial measures undertaken 
partly on behalf of the PiileKtiiie Electric Corporation (£P.1,681), payments by Municipalities 
for services renderwl by the Colonial Audit Department (£P.2,037), contributions by Jewish 
settlements towards the construction of roads (iP.3,610), fees charged to owners of property 
for supervision of conHtriiotion of buildings in the reclaimed area at Haifa by the architect 
appointed by Government i£P.811) and a contribution of t‘fM,450 by the Supreme Moslem 
Council and the Hanotaiah Company towards the cost of drainage of the Birket Ramadan. 


Item 36. Sale of Departmkvtal Storks — Over the Estimate A*P.4,161. 

37. It is always ditficult to frame an estimate of the revenue likely to accrue from the 
sale of stores. Receipts m 1934-35 amounted to £P.4.94'2 and it was estimated that a sum 
of j 6P.3,000 would be collected in 1935-36; but actual collections amounted to £P.7,161 owing 
mainly to heavy sales of scIxm)) materials, survey maps and agricultural supplies. 


Item 39. Salk of Watkr, Haifa Hauhoi’u — Over the Estimate €P,1,736. 

38. The original estimate of revenue from the sale of water was iiP.600 and estimated 
expenditure in 1935-:16 under Item 78 of Head X was increased by t‘P.800 to provide for the 
purchase of water for sale to ships at Haifa and for consumption in the enlarged Port area. 
It subsequently became necessary, however, to incur additional expenditure amounting to 
.t*P.G48 owing to the increased ne^s of ships calling at Haifa — mainly due to the use of the 
Harbour by vessels of His Majesty’s Navy — and receipts from sales accordingly exceeded the 
original estimate of ;€P.600 by £T. 1.736. 


Item 40. Warehouse Rent — Over the Estimate £P.11.962. 

39. This source of revenue produced a total of ^P.46,962 which was £P.11,962 in 
excess of the estimate and JbT.3.853 in excess of receipts during 1934-35. The volume of trade

40. The registration of Business Names Ordinance, 1935, was enacted in June, 1935, 
and the first Schedule to the Regulations made under the Ordinance prescribes the payment 
of certain fees for regis^tion, etc. The receipts from this source in 1935-36 amounted to 
l^P.501 and they necessitated the creation of a new sub-head of revenue. 

HEAD V. Posts and Telegraphs — Over the Estimate 4>P.69,796. 

41. The receipts under this Head, amounting to A*P.418,896, were ieP.69,796 in excess 
of the estimate and :6P.63,070 in excess of receipts during 1934-35. Increases were recorded 
under all items except Item 8 — 'Reimbursement for the maintenance of Air Force Lines in 
Sinai’ in respect of which the sum received is based on actual costs. 

42. The main increases occurred under Parcel Post receipts d6P.l,333: Rent of Letter 
Boxes £P.1,414; Sale of Stamps i£P.45,676; Telephones 3£P.16,219; Broadcast Licence Fees 
j 6P.3,182 and Miscellaneous :6P.1,584. The increases record^ under the first four items 
reflect the favourable economic situation ruling during the greater part of the year. 

43. The number of Broadcast licences issued in 1934 was 5,900 and the number rose 
to 12,000 in 1935. In 1934-35 they were accounted for under Item 10, Miscellaneous. 

44. The total revenue earned by the Department in 1935-36 was i*P.27,925, less than 
the total expenditure incurred by or on account of the Department, as shown by the following

HEAlJ VI. Revbnue from Government Property — Under the Estimate £P.6,648. 

45. Revenue from State Domains fell short of the estimate by jeP.6,672. It was 
estimated that £P.15,0(X) would be received from rents in the reclaimed area at Haifa but this 
estimate was not realised owi^, partly to the adverse effects of the international situation and 
partly to Government’s decision not to collect rents from the lessees of shop and office sites 
until one year after the signing of the leases, in order to give the lessees- time to prepare 
necessary building plans. The estimate also included i£F.5,000 in respect of rents from other 
State Domains; but the rental tithe was replaced in 1935-36 by a rent equivalent to the Rural 
Property Tax. 



46 Thfl eftimate of Mining Rents and Royalties was j£F.3,000 but a sum of £P.796 
only was collected. The largest source of revenue under this item is the payment made 
annually by the Palestine Pot^ Ltd., in respect of royalties on exports under the concession. 
A sum of £P.1,006.601 mils was received on the IstApril, 1936 — too late to be brought into 
the accounts for 1035*86. 


HEAD VIJ. iNTBREbT — Under the Estimate £P.'J4,221. 

47. When the Estimates were framed it was anticipated that interest on surplus funds in 
the hands of the Crown Agents would produce a total of £P.160,000 of which A*P.16,875 would 
result from the use of Pmestine's surplus funds by the Joint Colonial Fund and £P.142,500 
would accrue from interest on stock. But the estimate of the sum to be invested included 
£P.1,000,000 in respect of unexpended balances of monies which it was proposed to raise by 
Loan. The loan was not raised and interest receipts on invested Funds were lower by 
this reason. 

On the diet March, 1936, a sum of £P.657,500 was held in the Joint Colonial Fund and 
£P.4,526,329 was invested in stock. The annual yield on the cost price of securities averaged 
3.147 per centum, excluding brokerage and commission on the purchase and.sale of securities

49. The face value of the currency in circulation at the diet March, 1936. was 
AP.6,236.135. At that date investments at mean market price were valued at AP.5,345,672, 
sums held on deposit with banks amounted to j£P.1.000,()b0 and bank and cash balances to 
£P.404.318. The net market value of silver coin in stock and in circulation at that date 
amounted to dBP.240,7M. A sum of AP.254,258 was derived during 1936-36 from interest on 
current account and dividends, premiums on currency issued, underwriting commission and mis¬ 
cellaneous sources. The cost of management of the Palestine Currency Board, both in England 
and in Palestine, amounted to AP.2.817 and a loss of £P.72,622 was incurred on the redemp¬ 
tion and depreciation of investments. The net expenditure incurred on the manufacture and 
supply of notes and coin during the year amountra to AP. 124,827, as compared with a net 
expenditure of £P.18.478 in 193^5. The increase in the cost of the manufacture and supply 
was due to the necessity of supplementing stocks of currency held locally owing to large with¬ 
drawals of deposits from local banks during the months of .\ugust and September, caused by 
the uneasiness resulting from, the situation in Ethiopia. Approximately ^.2,756,000 was 
received in September, jGP. 1,356.000 in October and £P.860.(X)0 in November, 1935. There 
was thus a net loss during the year ended the Slst March. 1936, amounting to j 6P.61,009 after 
paying a contribution of .iP.116,000 to the Palestine Government in respect of the year 1934-35. 
llie value of silver coin in stock and in circulation at the Slst March, 1936, was £P.707,826 
u compared with £P.595,618 at the Slst March, 1935, and the market value of silver in coin 
in stock and in circulation was d£P.240,722 at the Slst March 1986 as compared with 
£P.215.252 at the Slst March, 1986. The decrease in the value of the silver content of the 
coin was due to depreciation in the market price of silver. 

50. With regard to receipts, amounting to j 6P.3,567, from the sale of Government 
investments it should be explained that no provision is made in the Estimates either for pro6ts 
or for losses aceming on soch sales as it is iniDoseible to frame accurate estimates in respect of 
thew transactions.

57. In the case of the Jeruaalem Water Supply, the grant of d6P.12,000 represents the 
second year's grant. A first grant of AP.d.OOO was received in 1934^ and further grants of 
£P.5,OUO are due in 1936-37 and 1937-38. The Jerusalem Dramage Scheme was assisted by 
a grant of i^P.5,250, representing the second of five consecutive annual grants of the same 
amount, terminating in 1938-39. 

58. In the case of the Hebron Water Supply Scheme, the Water Resources Survey, 
Underground Water Investigations and improvements to Village Water Supplies, the grant 
takes ^ form of full interest for five years at bank rate on the expenditure incurr^ until the 

is raised; thereafter interest will be payable at the rate payable on the Loan. The 
actual sum received on account of these schemes during 1935-36 was ilP.859 but interest is 
calculated in respect of the full year during the last quarter thereof and the sum received was 
£P.4.068 mils short of actual requirements. But the grants for 1934-35 were in excess of 
the amounts due by £P.6.099 mils. The net sum paid in excess over the two years has oeen 
transferred to a Deposit Account in accordance with the ruling conveyed in the Secretary of 
State's Circular despatch of the 17th December, 1935. The total due at the hist March, 
1936 amounted to £±'.1,129.029 mils and the total amount received during the years 
and 1935-36 was £P.1,131. The amount left in the Deposit Account is therefore £±'.1.9/1 
mils. 

59. Under item 6 a sum of £P.657 was received from the Colonial Development Fund

HEAD 1. Pbnsioivs — Over the Estimate ;£P.5,947. 

62. The excess under this Head is mainly due to the increase in the number of officers 
retiring on reaching the age limit and to the i»yment of gratuities to the dependents of 
deceased officers; also to the payment of gratuities to retiring married women officers on the 
introduction ai the approved Education and Poet Office tecbmcal eadree. vUie number of 
pensions payable at the 31st March, 1935, was 110 and the number at the Slst March, 1986. 
was 148. The gratuities paid in 1934-S5 amounted to i9P.9,681 while gratuities paid in 
1985-86 amounted to deP.lS,558. 



i^ayoienU in respect of pensions to ex-Turkish Government employees were reduced bv 
deaths, marriages, etc., from £P.9,079 in 1934-36 to i‘P.8,878 in 1930-36. 


HKAil U. Public Uebt and Loan Charges — Under the Estimate deP.60,609. 

63. It was anticipated that the proposed Palestine Loan of j£P.2 million would be 
floated in 1935-36 and provision was accordingly made for the payment of interest thereon at 
the rate of 3%, together with management charges on the basis of the charges now paid for 
the management of the existing loan. The question of raising the loan is still, however, 
under consideration and the provision made for charges in thia connection was not used. 


HEAi) 111. His Excellency the High Commissioner — Under the Estimate deP.51. 

64. Provision for Personal Emoluments was exceeded by ^P.51 owing to a change in 
the basis of remuneration of the Officer Administering the Government which was approved 
by the Secretary of State in his cle8(Mitch No. 29 of the 8th January, 1936. 

Under Other Charges savings occurred to the extent of iJP.lOd of which a sum of jeP.82 
was under item 16 for the clothing of kavasses. This saving was due. mainly to the fact that 
provision was made for clothing a new kavass as the holder of the post was expected to retire. 
The retirement did not, however, take place and a new uniform proved to be unnecessary. 
A sum of ^P.47 provided for replacements proved to be in excess of requirements by £P.29.

An ultimate saving of J9P.944 occurred, however, owing to delay in filling vacancies and 
the non-appointment during the year of a Chief Interpreter in Grade K. 

Under Other Charges net savings were effected to the extent of i8P.61 although an addi¬ 
tional sum of £P.67 proved to be necessary on tbe vote for Lighting and Heating owing to the 
occupation by the Secretariat of that portion of the building formerly occupied by the Audit 
Department, thereby necessitating additional expenditure on fuel. 

Under Special Expenditure a sum of £P.63 was provided by Special Warrant to cover 
the cost of the replacement of unserviceable mail bags, while a sum of d9P.il was provided in 
a similar manner for the purchase of a portable typewriter for tbe ofl&cial use of an Assistant 
Secretary. 

Civil Aviation — Under the Estimate d£P.172. 

68. This Section of the Secretariat was inaugurated in 1934-35 and tbe Director was 
appointed in December 1934. He had not had sufficient experience of the needs of the 
S^tion to enable him to formulate precise details of his requirements for inclusion in the 
Estimates for 1935-36 and the sums shown under Clerical Assistance and Transport and 
Travelling were necessarily tentative. 

Tbe Estimates provided a sum of d9P.600 for clerical assistance, etc., but this proved to 
be in excess of requirements by d£P.910. On the other hand a sum of d9P.950 only was 
provided for Other Charges (Transport and Travelling) and this proved to be short of require¬ 
ments by a sum of d£P.38 owing to the need for the opening of new sub-beads for Railway 
Fares and Freight (JEP.4). Lighting and Heating (£P.5), Contingencies (£P.ll), Telegraphs. 
Telephones and Postage (£P.37); but against this unforeseen expenditure there were savings 
under Transport and Travelling to the extent of J9P.35. 


Printing and Stationbry — Under the Estimate d6P.13,971. 

69. When the Estimates were framed it was anticipated that the Government Printing 
Press would be in full operation in April 1935, but this objective was not achieved until 
December. Savings therefore occur^ under practically all items. On the other hand it 
became necessary to make provieiop under Head XXV for printing and stationery material 
and fcB printing work given out to contract. The sum thus expended amounted to £P.14,160. 

The total cost of the printing service in 1935-36 was therefore: (a) under Head IV 
d£P.14,687,and (b) under Head XXV JEP.14,160, making a total of £P.28,847 which was 
;9P.189 in excess of the sum provided for the service in the Estimates. Moreover it was not 
possible to pay all the accounts during the year and a sum of ^P.1,946 fell to be met in 1936-37. 
It was also anticipated that a sum of d£P.7,d95 would accrue to revenue in respect of services 
rendered to other Government Departments, namely Railways (j£P.4,000), Posts and Tele- 
^phs (j 9P.2,850), and TranaJordan Frontier Force (jGP. 475). Owing, however, to delay 
in establishing the press the receipts from these sources were negligible so that the gross excess 
cost to Government was in the neighbourhood of £P.10,000. 

The greater part of this excess would have been avoided had the Press been in operation 
throofffiout the year and more favourable results should be achieved in 1936-37, but it shonid 
be explained that tbe volume of printing matter is constantly increasing and it would probably 
not have been found possible, in any case, to carry out the whole of the work wi tV n the 
provision made in the Estimates. 
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HEAD V, District ADiiimBTRATioN — Under the Estimate ^P.4,847. 

70. Savings amounting to i£P.2,826 occurred under Personal Emoluments owing mainly 
to amended proposals for the remuneration of Mukhtars which avoided the necessity for the 
employment of Seizure Officers, for whom a sum of £P.4,468 had been provided under Item 
15 of the Estimates. On the other hand it became necessary to increase the provision for the 
employment of rural tax collectors, thereby partly off-setting the savings on Seizure Officers. 
Savings also occurred owing to vacancies in establishment and delay in filling new 
appointments. 

71. Under Other Charges and Special Expenditure the total savings amounted to 
£P.2,021, the items mainly affected being as under :— 

Item 24. Transport and Travelling — Excess £P.512. 

This was caused by the payment of horse allowance instead of the forage allowance 
hitherto paid to tax collectors; the increased scale of motor car and horse allowance payable 
to required officers under the revised Transport Regulations; and to more intensive travelling 
by District Officers necessitated by the introduction of the Rural Property Tax. 

Item 29. Assessment Expenses, Urban Property Tax. 

An excess of ^P.d91 occurred under the provision for assessment expenses of the Urban 
Property Tax. The excess was caused by the fact that the provision made in the previous 
year's Estimates for the cost of assessment of the extension of the Urban Property Tax area 
in Jerusalem was not utilised owing to the absence of survey plans and by the time these were 
ready the Estimates for 1935-36 had already been printed. It was necessary, therefore, to 
cover this expenditure by Special Warrant. 

Item 30. Remuneration op Mukhtars — Under the Estimate £P.1,107. 

The Estimates provided an increase of i£P.25.812 in the vote for remuneration of 
Mukhtars, a sum of j£P.4,488 for the employment of Seizure Officers, and £P.300 for clothing 
for the latter. 

The provision made in the Estimates was based on the intention that Mukhtars should 
be made responsible for the collection of taxes and that they should be supervised and assisted 
by Seizure Officers. The proposed basis of remuneration was a fixed amount varying in 
accordance with the size of the village, together with a percentage of the taxes collected at due 
date, and a separate fee for notifying mutations in land registers; and fixed rates of pay for 
Seizure Officers, two of whom were to be appointed for each sub-district to supervise the fiscal 
duties of the Mukhtars and to assist them in keeping records of collections. The scheme 
farther provided that any necessary clerical assistance should be met from the salaries of the 
Mukhtars. Under this scheme it was intended that the post of tax collector in rural areas 
should be dispensed with at the end of the calendar year 1935, by which time Mukhtars would 
have received the necessary training in the duties appertaining to tax collection. 

The foregoing proposals were reviewed and amended in 1935. Under the revised scheme 
tax collectors are retained and their numbers in rural areas have been doubled in order to 
reduce to reasonable limits the number of villages in respect of which they are responsible for 
tax collection. Mukhtars remain responsible for general and specific duties not necessarily 
requiring literacy and they are also required to assist tax collectors in compiling and main¬ 
taining registers of short term tenants and of cultivators, etc., etc. Their remuneration is 
at a fixed annual rate payable quarterly in arrear, based on the village and divided among 
the Mukhtars in due^proportion where there ore two or more Mukhtars in a village. Under 
this scheme the duties which were to be undertaken under the earlier scheme by Seizure 
Officers are carried out by t^x collectors. 

The revised scale of remuneration of Mukhtars is less expensive than the method of 
payment first propos^, and the amount provided in the Estimates proved to be j£P.1,107 in 
excess of actual requirements. 

Item 83. King's Birthday Celebrations — Excess £P.90. 

The Estimates provided for the organisation of these celebrations in urban areas by the 
Police and a sum of jGP.lOO was provided for the purpose in the Police Votes. It proved to 
be impossible, however, for the Police to undertake the service at Haifa and Jaffa and it was 
found necessary to increase the vote under Head V and to entrust District Commissioners with 
the task. As a result the sum of £P.75 provided under this item proved to be insufficient and 
further funds to the extent of £P.90 were aceordincdy provided cl which £P.75 was covered 
by savings in the provision made under the Police Vote. 
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Itbm 45. Appucation op Rural Propbrtt Tax — Under the Estimate JP.523. 

A sum of j£P.15,000 bad been provided for this service in 1934-35, but £P.2,413 only 
was expended owing to delay in carrying out the assessment and a sum of £P.14,000 was again 
provid^ in 1935-36. A total sum of £P.13,477 was expended in 1936-36 in completing the 
work. 

HEAD VI. Legal Department — Over the Estimate £P.134. 

72 A saving of ;£P.96 occurred under Legal Personal Emoluments, owing to changes 
in the clerical establishment. A saving of i£P.125 also occurred under the Personal 
Emoluments Vote of the Official Receiver as the retiring Official Receiver failed to draw part 
of the salary due to him in 1935-36 until April 1936. 

Excesses were recorded in the provision for Transport and Travelling (iBP.63) owing to 
increased travelling of Government Advocates in connection with Court and Land Settlement 
cases in villages not connected by rail; Railway Fares and Freight (ilP.78) owing to more 
extensive travelling by officers of the Department; and Law Classes (iEP.315) caused by the 
larger number of candidates taking the entrance examination for new Law Class students and 
the consequential increase in the cost of the translation of examination papers. Receipts 
from this service were credited to Head IV, Fees of Court, etc.. Item 8, and amounted in 

1935-36 to £P.3,030. 

Under Special Expenditure a sum of £P.150 was expended on the purchase of steel filing 
cabinets. The need for this expenditure had not been foreseen but it was necessary to provide 
proper accommodation for the files and documents of the Registrar of Companies and the 
Official Receiver in Bankruptcy and funds were accordingly provided by Special Warrant. 

73. All votes of the Official Receiver in Bankruptcy were under-spent as the Bank¬ 
ruptcy Ordinance was not enacted in 1935-36. 


HEAD VII. Judicial — Under the Estimate i6P.7,118. 


74. Savings occurred under all items except four in the Estimates of this Department. 

76. Savings under Personal Emoluments amounted to d£P.5.679 of which £P.5,037 
was in respect of the Judicial Department proper and d£P.642 in respect of the Sharia Courts.

A sum of d£P.350 was nrovidH for clothing, but owing to higher contract rates in Haifa 
the provision was exceeded by dSP.99. 
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Itbm 64. Bbuef to Nbcbssitous Cases among Juvenile Ofkbndbbs. 

Belief to Necessitous Cases among Juvenile Offenders showed a saving Off ^P.417. The 
provision under this item in 1934-95 was ^P.132 but it was increased to jBP.SOO in 1936-36 
at the request of the Probation Officer in order to enable him to dispense relief to a greater 
number of necessitous cases. The former allocation proved, however, to be adequate for 

relief purposes. 

Item 66. Peeparation and Publication of Palestine Law Bbports. 

A sum of J6P.400 was provided in the 1934-35 Estimates to meet the cost of the Law 
Beports up to the end of the year 1933. The cost of 1,000 copies of the Beports proved to be 
greater than was anticipated and further provision in the sum of d£P.600 was made in the 
1935-36 Estimates to meet the balance of cost which it was thought would fall to be met in 
that year. The greater part of the excess cost, however, was met by Special Warrant late 
in the financial year 1934-35 leaving j£P.30 only to be paid in 1935-36. 

77. Under Other Charges Votes of the Sharia Courts excesses occurred under :—

Item 17 — Transport and Travelling 70 

Item 18 — Railway Pares and Freight 22 

The excess under the former is due to the revision of the Transport Begulations which increased 
the donkey allowance payable to process servers from £P.l. 5(^ mils to £P.2 per annum^ while 
the estimate in respect of Bailway Fares and Freight proved to be inadequate. 

HEAD VITT. Treasury — Under the Estimate j6P.714. 

78. It was necessary to issue Special Warrants under Personal Emoluments to provide 
for the salary of the Examiner of Banks, for whom no provision was made in the Estimates, 
and for extra clerical assistance during the absence on long sick leave of a permanent typist. 
An ultimate saving of £P.694 occurred, however, as the vacancy for a Senior Assistant 
Treasurer in Grade F was not filled until February 1936. 

There were net savings amounting to i£P.20 under Other Charges Votes for which the 
votes for Transport and Travelling and Telegrams, Telephones and Postasre were mainly 
responsible; but excesses occurred on the votes for Bailway Fares and Freight and Type¬ 
writers, the latter being caused by the need of replacement of four unserviceable machines. 

HEAD IX. Audit — Under the Estimate dEP.1,264. 

79. There were savings amounting to ;£P.1,460 under Personal Emoluments and 
excesses amounting to £P,196 under Other Charges. 

80. Savings imder Personal Emoluments were effected to the extent of £P.1.506 under 
the Government Audit Section of the Department while an excess of ;€P.46 occurred under the 
Municipal Audit Section. 

The Municipal Corporations Ordinance was enacted in 1934 and with effect from the Ist 
April, 1935, the audit of the accounts of Municipalities was entrusted to the Colonial Audit 
Department of the Government of Palestine; hitherto the work had been carried ont bv private 
Auditors. Certain c^ianges were, however, made in the approved distribution of the Municipal 
Audit staff which resulted in savings on the clerical establishment but the grant of an allowance 
to the Colonial Auditor for his responsibilities in connection with the Municipal Audit caused 
a net excess of dBP.46 over the estimated provision. 

The savings under the Government Audit Section were due to changes in the clerical 
personnel. the termination of the appointment of an Assistant Auditor and the transfer to 
another Administration of the Senior Assistant Auditor and delay in the appointment of his 
successor. 

81. Under Other Charges excesses occurred under most items. The removal of the 
Headquarters of the Department from the main Government Offices to other promises entailed 
excesses in the votes for Tjigfating and Heating, and Telegrams. Telephones and Pontage. The 
Transport and Travelling Vote of the Municipal Audit Section was exceeded bv J9P.145. As 
alreadv explained this Section was not inaugurated until 1935-36 and until experience had been 
gained it was difficult to assess, with anv degree of accuracy, the extent of travelling and 
transport which would be neoewarv. On the other hand the vote for Bailway Fares and 
Freight proved to be over-estimated by a sum of ^.46. 


HEAD X. C08TOM8, Excise and Trade — Under the Estimate d6P.360. 

89. The Estimates for the year 1935-36 provided for the establishment of two new 
■erricee, namely the introduction of a Government Porterage Service at Haifa, and the 
cdotnUiution under the Department of the maintenance of launchee of the DepartmentB of 
Customs. Police, and Agriculture. The first of these schemes was inaugurated on the Ist 
July. 1935, instead of the let April. 1935, as originally contenmlated. and the actual 
expenditure incurred as compared with the provision made in the Estimates is as under

The revenue derived from Porterage Services, credited under Head TV, Item 13, 
amounted to j 6P.28,175. A deficit of deP.2,477 occurred during the first seven months of the 
service but in the last two months of the year the position improved and an excess of revenue 
over expenditure occurred in these months amounting to jBP. 518. The porterage service 
should be self-supporting if certain measures of re-organisation now under consideration are 

taken. 

83. The second of the new services was the provision made for the centralisation of 
launch services which included the engagement of ^ditional boatmen and mechanics for 
Customs craft and additional funds for the maintenance of eleven launches: but eight new 
craft only were taken into use during the year and it was possible, therefore, to effect sayings 
under Personal Emoluments and Maintenance Charges of j 6P.823 and £P.280 respectively, 
or a total of d6P.l,103, as follows :—

84. Excluding the Porterage and Marine Services the estimate for the remaining items 

under Personal Emoluments was exceeded by :fiP.875. This was mainly due to increased 

payment of Overtime Fees and the employment of additional guards and boatmen, necessitated 

by the expansion of the activities of the Department.

86. Under Other Charges the following savings and excesses require explanation 

Itbm 67. Railwat Fares and Freight. , 

The excess of i6P.139 recorded under Railway Fares and Freight was caused by an' 
underestimate of the number of officers requiring railway transport. 

Item 68. liioHmio and Hbatino. 

A sum of dSP.1,450 was expended in excess of the Estimates for Lighting and Heating 
owing to the need of lighting the additional sheds and dump areas at Ja& and Haifa which 
were taken into use dunng the year and an increase of night work at both ports. 

Item 69. Clothinq. 

The provision for clothing was exceeded by £P.962 owing to the increase in the number 
of uniformed guards and boatmen. 

Item 70. .Rewards. 

• • 

The saviag of ilP.l.Ofid anda* Rewards was due to a decline in large-scale smuggling 
and a consequential reduction in the amount of rewards paid. 
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iTBM 72. Maintbnancb of Tuofl. 

A Baviziff of £P.2,202 was effected on the Maintenance of Tugs owing to over-estimation; 
but a second large tug — the **Roach'* — was purchased during the year and this will require 
more maintenance expenditure than has been required in the past for the tug which the 
‘Bosch' has now replaced. 

iTBM 73. INBURANCB OP TUGS. 

A sum of was expended in excess of the provision for Insurance of Tugs, owing 

to the need of insuring the new tug 'Roach*. 

Itbu 75. Maintenance op Cranes and Lifts. 

The new electric cranes at Jaffa Port were not put into use until the end of the financial 
year and a saving of j£P.106 occurred under the vote for Maintenance of Cranes and Lifts. 

iTBii 76. Maintenance of Boots. 

The provision made for the Maintenance of Buoys was over-estimated by a sum of ;£P.120. 

Item 77. Maintenance of Navigation Lights, Haifa. 

A new lighthouse at the mouth of the Auja River, to the north of Jaffa, was taken into 
use in January, 1935. In accordance with the terms of the concession granted to the 
Administration G^n^rale des Phares the Palestine Government is required to pay for the 
maintenance of this light at the rate of j£P.180 per annum. The excess of £P.212 over the 
provision in the Estimates for Navigation Lights represents the charge for the period let 
January, 1935 to 31st March, 1936, for which no provision had been m^e. 

Item 78. Water Supplt. 

Increased demands for the supply of fresh water and boiler water to ships at Haifa 
necessitated an additional expenditure of i9P.648 under the vote for Water Supply. This 
increase was mainly due to the presence of His Majesty's Fleet at Haifa during the latter 
part of the year. R^eipts from the sale of water, credited under Head IV, Item 39, 
amounted to jEP. 2,331, against a total expenditure of £P.1,648. 

Item 79. Conservancy and Sanitation. 

During the winter of 1934-35 the abnormal importation of goods at Haifa caused a large 
accumulation of debris in the port area, consisting mainly of timber, paper and other packing 
materials and damaged cement. It was necessary to apply for additional funds to cover the 
cost of removal of this debris and this caused an excess of j£P.258 over the provision for 
Conservancy and Sanitation. 

Item 82. Telegrams^, Telephones and Postage. 

0 

The expansion of the telephone service at the Directorate and at the Haifa and Jaffa 
Customs Houses, and the payment of a share of the cost of the telephone line to Damiya Post, 
caused an excess of £P.7Z under the item for 'Telegrams, Telephones and Postage*. 

Item 83. Drawback^ of Customs Duty. 

The provision of ^P.50i,000 for Drawbacks of Customs Duty proved to be £P.18.217 in 
excess of requirements. The total pavments consisted of £P.17,000 paid to the Trans- 
Jordan Government, £P.9,798 refuD<ied to contractors in rero^ of military supplies, 
£P.4,965 paid in respect of re-exmrted goods in accordance with Sections 155 and 156 of the 
Customs Ordinance, 1929, and £F.20 on account of goods re-exported to Syria in accordance 
with the Palestine-Syria Agreement. 

Item 85(a). Coujiction Charges, El Arish Customs. — j6P.69. 

In 1930 an agreement was made with the Egyptian Customs Administration for the 
collection, on behidf of the Palestine Government, of Customs duty on goods entering Palestine 
at El Ari^. In accordance with the terms d this Agreement a collection charge of is 
payable to the Egyptian Authorities in respect of such Elections, but no claim was submitted 
01^1 the year 1935. The sum of i6P.69 represents payment in respect of this service for 
the period Ist May, 1930 to Slst March,. 1936. 
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Item 85 (b). Refunds in respect op Hbvbnuh collected in previous tears — £r.l2,926. 

Refunds of Customs and Excise revenue over>collected in previous years were previously 
charged to Head XXV, Miscellaneous; but it was thought more appropriate to introduce a 
new item under Head X for these refunds in accordance with the requirements of Colonial 
Regulation No. 214. 

Item 106, Purchase of New Tug — £P.i^,653. 

The Oil Bock Agreement requires Government to provide the necessary tugs for handling 
oil tankers in an out of the Dock. The 'Steady' is suitable for this purpose but the 'Trusted' 
is too small to handle large tankers in strong winds. It became necessary therefore, to 
strengl^eD the fleet of tugs at Haifa Harbour and a second tug, the ‘Roach’, was purcha^. 
The ‘Trusted* will be sold as soon as a suitable offer is received. 

Item 108. Conversion of Tugs to Oil-Fuel burning — £^.7,363. 

In order that the Tugs may operate inside the Oil Dock at Haifa without risk of hre, 
it is necessary that they should be oil-fuel burning. The Tugs ‘Steady’ and 'Trusted' which 
were purchas^ in 19^ were both coal-burning and as, when they were purchased, they were 
urgently required for the newly constructed harbour, they were despatched to Pal^ine with¬ 
out conversion in order to avoid delay; but tlie necessity for their ultimate conversion was not 
overlooked. The requisite tanks and oil-fuel plant were ordered in 1934, but were not paid 
for until 1935. In view of the purchase of the tug ‘Roach* which is oil-fuel burning, the 
conversioD of the 'Trusted* was postponed, and the amount expended in 1935-36 represents 
the full cost of converting the ‘Steady’, and the cost of tanks and plant for the ‘Trusted* 
which, for the time being are stored in England.

86. The Estimates for 1935-36 provided for the expansion of existing services and for 
new services as under :—

87. No expenditure was incurred on the Tuberculosis Scheme (No. 11(a)) or on the 
grant to the new Hebrew University Hospital (No. ni(c)). The Taberculosis scheme was 
held in abeyance pending consideration of the Report of the Tuberculosis and Endemic 
Disease expertr ^le.the plans for the Hebrew University Hospital were no^sufficiently 
advanced to enable the grant to be paid during the vear. It will probably be paid, in part 
at least, in 1936-87. ^

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The provision made for ticbemea 1(a) (b) (d) and (e) and 111(a) was fully utilised. Under 
schemes 1(c) (f) and (g) there were savings of £P.174, JP.90 and iP.l,3(X) respectively, due 
to delay in appointmg new staff. Scheme 11(b) was underspent by j£P.54 but this wffl be 
required in 1936-37 to cover the cost of certain installation work which could not be carried 
out in 1935-36 owing to the late arrival of the deritization barge. Scheme 111(b) was underspent 
by £P.2,877 as approval was not accorded until very late in the year and, when received, 
modified the scheme to the extent that the Trans-Jordan Government was made responsible 
for one-half of the annually recurrent cost. The estimate provided a sum of £P.1,220 for 
capital expenditure of which jGP. 48 only was expended in 1935-36 and the balance will be 
revoted as a charge wholly to Palestine funds in the Estimate for 1936-37. Scheme IV was 
over-spent by iP.2,W7. The total cost of the scheme was estimated at jeP.18,000 of which 
£P.12,920 was provided by Special Warrant in 1934-35 but it proved to be possible to expend 
£P.7,068 only in that year. An additional sum of j£P.5,500 was therefore provided by special 
warrant in 1935-36 which, together with the sum of £P.5,000 already provided in the Estimates 
made a total provision for the year of £P.10,500. Of this total a sum of ^P.7,997 was 
expended so that the total expenditure on the scheme at the 3l8t March, 1936, was iP.15,085, 
leaving jeP.2,916 to be expended in 1936-37 to complete it. The cost of the scheme is being 
borne in part by the Supreme Moslem Council and in part by the Hanotaiah Company who 
have agr^ to contribute ^P.6,000 and ^P.4,600 respectively. These parties contributed 
£P.450 and i£P.l,()()0 respectively in 1935-36. 

88. Of the total savings of iKP.16,430 a sum of £P.6,834 occurred under Personal 
Emoluments. 

During the course of the year the Town Planning Ordinance 1935 was enacted and an 
Official Town Planning Adviser was appointed to supervise the carrying out of its provisions. 
He was also provided with clerical and technical assistance ; but the Adviser was not appointed 
until October while the office staff was not engaged until February so that these appoin^ents 
caused an unforeseen expenditure of ^P.357 only during the year. The part-time Town 
Planning Adviser, whose emoluments had been met from Item 19 of Head XXV relinquished 
his duties with effect from the 14th January, 1936, With effect from the let April, 19^. the 
office of the Town Planning Adviser has been transferred to the vote of the Legal Department. 

The Health Department found it necessary to engage certain additional staff during the 
year, namely, two temporary medical officers for a period of five months for the treatment of 
malaria amongst villagers and Beduin in certain areas where anti-mah^al measures were 
impracticable or where no drainage works were in progress; sanitary labour, owing to greater 
progress with latrine installation in villages than had been anticipated; graduate and probation 
nurses for a new 22-bedded pavilion at Haifa Hospital; and an Assistant Sanitary Inspector 
for the control and supervision of the manufacture of pure olive oil soap in connection with the 
trade agreement regarding the export of soap to Egypt, 

Notwithstanding these additional appointments savings were effected under Health 
Personal Emoluments to the extent of fP.7,192. Of this total a sum of deP.2,756 was due 
to the reservation of the Tuberculosis scheme; the balance was due to vacancies in the estab¬ 
lishment, to late appointments, changes in holders of posts and to the fact that approved 
adjustments between the old and revised scales of pay for graduate nurses were not effected 
during the year. 

89, Under Other Charges the following savings and excesses require explanation:— 

Item 103. Tbanspoht Im Travelung. — Excess d9P.610. 

The excess is due to the introduction of the rervised Transport Regulations in August, 


Item 104, Railway Far^ and Freight. 

An increase of ifiP.SeS occurred in the vote for Railway Fares and Freight owing to

Item 109. Equipment and Mbdical Supplies.

Savings amounting to ^P.1,640 were effected under the vote for Equipment and Medical 
Supplies by the postponement of the Tuberculosis scheme. It became necessary, how ver, 
to provide the Director with additional funds on the basis of his actnal expenditure durin*^ 
1934-36 for existing services. The Director had asked for these funds when the approved 
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Estimatee were being prepared but they were inadvertently omitted. Further provision was 
aim necessary on account of the 8t. Luke's pavilion at Haifa and the Venereal Diseases 
Clinic. The actual saving on the vote was thereby reduced to £P.780. 

Itbm 110. Dibinfbctants and Maintenancb of Disinfecting Machines. 

An excess of £P.565 occurred on the vote for Disinfectants and Maintenance of Dis¬ 
infecting Machines owing to additional antimalarial work necessitating the purchase of Parin 
Green and Solar Oil for the foreshore of Lake Tiberias and other malarial centres. 


Item 111. Hospital Diets. 

A sum of j£P. 1,615 was reserved under Hospital Diets for the Tuberculosis service but 
the actual saving on this item was £P.359 only as there was a net excess on other services of 
^P. 1,256. This was due to the need of provision for hospital diets for six months for the 
staff and patients of the new 20-bedded pavilion at St. Luke's Hospital, Haifa and to an 
increase in the daily number of patients admitted to Government Hospitals. 

Item 114. Antihalabial Mbasubes. 

The vote for anti-noalarial measures was exceeded by £P.981 owing to the need of 
additional staff, etc., for antimalarial control measures on the foreshore of Lake Tiberias. 
Three quarters of the expenditure required for this work is recoverable from the Palestine 
Electric Corporation and a sum of £P.1.702 will be recovered in 1936-37. The sum to be 
collected covers expenditure under various items, e.g. Personal Emoluments, Transport and 
Travelling, Disinfectants, etc., in addition to Item 114. 


Item 115. Medical Attendance in Pbivatb Hospitals. 

The increase of £P.398 represents unforeseen expenses on specialist and dental treat¬ 
ment afforded to Government Officers, mainly, British Constables. 

Item 138. Village Sanitation. 

A sum of £P.293 was required in excess of the provision for village sanitation owing to 

the fact that the progress of work was in advance of the programme and supplementary funds 

were provided in order that work might continue, thereby avoiding the of trained 

staff. 


Item 162. Antdcalabiaj. Dbainagb Schehbs. 

Expenditure on antimalarial drainage schemes proved to be £P. 1,262 less than the sum 
provided in the Estimates as the land owners concerned contributed more in the form of direct 
labour towards the cost of the scheme than had been anticipated. 

/ 

A special warrant for £P.700 was necessitated by the cost of permanent filling near the 
lake-shore at Tiberias, undertaken on behalf of the Palestine Electric Corporation who have 
deposited the cost of the work, amounting to £P.1.680. A sum of £P.980 remains to be 
spent by the Department in 1936-37. 

Item 163. Equipment, PuRNiruftB and Clothiho fob St. Luke's Pavilion, Haifa - £P.677. 

This sum was required for the purchase of Equipment, Furniture and Clothing for the 
20 bedded pavilion at St. Luke's Hospital, Haifa. The urgent need for this additional 
accommodation resulted from the unexpected increase in the number of typhoid cases requiring 
treatment at Hdifa. The high rate of immigration and the influx of Arab labourers from 
other districts in Palestine and from the Houran who have been attracted by the opportunities 
for employment, ^ resulted in many of the new town dwellers living under insanitary and 
overcrowded conditions. Steps have been taken for the evactution of insanitary hatmentn 
in certain parts of the town and their transfer to a properly ordered segregation area in which 
effective measures can be taken to prevent the spread of infection. 

Item 164. Equipment and Pubnituhe fob foub Venereal Diseases Cmnics — JP.243. 

This sum represents capital expenditure for the equipment of four approved Venereal 
Diseases Clinics, provision for which was inadvertently omitted from the Estimates. 
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Itbm 165. Attindancb at Intbbnational Conorbsses — £P.29. 

A special warrant was issued to provide for the reimbursement of expenditure incurred 
by the Deputy Director of Medical Services in attending the annual Congress of the Royal 
Sanitary Institute and the Imperial Social Congress in London, and by the Government 
Analyst in attending the International Congress of Soil Science. 

Itbmb 168-177. Towk Planning Adviser’s Office. 

As already stated the Town Planning Adviser was appointed in October, 1935, and 
special warrants were necessary to provide for recurrent expenditure on Personal Emoluments 
and Other Charges and for capital expenditure for the purchase of office furniture and 
equipment. The amount expended during the year was i£F.595, of which £P.357 was 
incurred on Personal Emoluments, jCP. 129 on' Other Charges and £P.109 on Special 
Expenditure. 

HEAD Xn. Department of Education — Under the Estimate £P.12,434. 

90. The Estimates for 1935-36 provided for the following additional or extended 
services:— 

(a) Continuance of the scheme of expansion in towns, initiated in September, 1933; 

(b) Rural Expansion^ initiated in September, 1934; 

(c) Establishment of boarding sections at Jenin and Tulkarm Boys’ Schools; 

(d) Introduction of commercial classes at Jaffa; 

(e) Haifa Trade School; 

(f) Rural Female Teachers’ Training School. 

91. It is not possible to state the actual expenditure incurred on schemes (a) and (b). 
The sums provided in 1935-36 for the expansion of urban and rural education were intended 
to provide school places for 1,900 additional pupils in towns and for 9,900 additional pupils in 
rural areas. This was to be effected by providing 40 additional classified teachers for 
expansion of existing schools in towns and by the opening of 96 new village schools, for whom 
26 classihed teachers were proposed. In addition provision was made for additional teaching 
staff, consisting of six classified and thirty six unclassified teachers, for existing village schools. 

During 1935-36 forty new classified posts were provided in town schools, 5949 town 
children applied for admission to the lowest class in September, 1935, and it was possible to 
accept into that class 3439, representing an increase of 109 over the admissions in September, 
1934. Nevertheless the number of rejections in the lowest class rose from 9967 in September, 
1934, to 9510 in September, 1935. The total number of town children who applied in 
September, 1935, for first admission to school (all classes) was 7554 of whom 4434 were 
accepted and 3190 rejected for lack of staff and accommodation. The total number of pupils 
in town schools rose frbm 17,167 in July, 1935 to 19,840 in November, 1935, an average of 
35 pupils per teaching post. 

Progress was made with schemes (c) and (d), sums of £P.413 and £P.358 respectively 
being expended on them during the year. The savings in the case of the Boarding Sections 
were due to delay in opening and to over-estimation of the cost of equipment. The savings 
in the case of the comin4rcial classes occurred on the provision of typewriters. 

The Haifa Trade School is not yet completed but the Principal was appointed in 
February and his emoluments account for expenditure amounting to £P.106, while a sum of 
£P.93 was expended on the acquisition of workshop materials. It is hoped to open the 
school \n September, 1936. 

The Estimates provided for six months expenditure on the establishment of a Rural 
Female Teachers Training centre to accommodate twelve pupils in 1935-36. In succeeding 
years it is intended to provide for the training of twenty-four pujuls. The total provision was 
£P.871 but a sum of £P.649 only was expended owing mainly to over-estimation of the cost 
of rations and to the fact that the two teachers for whom the Estimates provided were not 
appointed during the year, their places being filled by teachers seconded from the existing 
e^blishment. 

99. Savings were effected in all but four of the sub-heads under Education, the items 
deserving special comment being explained hereunder 
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E^bbsomal Emolumbnts — 8avinq jb'P.7,137. 

These savings were due to changes in the holders of appointmentH and to delay in filling* 
new teaching posts. 

Item 63. Railway Fares and Freight — Saving dOP.446. 

A smaller number of teachers than was expected ai'ailed themselves of the privilege of 
free railway transport when proceeding on leave. 

Item 58. Grant-in-Aid to Schools of the Vaad Ijeumi. 

The provision was increased from j£P.S®,000 in 1934-35 to dPP.36,000 in 1935-36 and 
was fully expended; but a sum of JEP.38,000 was inadvertently included in the Estimates, 
thus accounting for the saving of £P.2,000 now shown. 

Item 69. Grants-in-Aid to other non-Govbrnment Schools — Saving Jb*P.482. 

The grants paid in 1933-34 amounted to j£P.3,405 and in 1934-35 to i;P.4,173. An 
amount of jeP.6,300 was voted in 1935-36 to meet the requirements of additional eligible 
schools and it included a grant of fP.200 to the School for the Deaf, Jerusalem, which how¬ 
ever, was not actually authorised. The actual expenditure in the year was fP.4,818 only 
owing to savings on the School for the Deaf and to over-estimation of the amount of the grants 
payable to other eligible schools. Provision under Item 88 for the payment of a grant of 
£P.250 in respect of the rent of the School for the Deaf w'as also unclaimed. 

Item 70. Scholarships Abroad. 

A 

A saving of £P.608 occurred under this item. The vote included a sum of ^P.360 for 
a scholarship in the United Kingdom for a student-teacher required for the School for the 
Deaf, but the conditions were not accepted by the Principal of the Scliool and the provision 
lapsed : another student-teacher was refused entry to the United Kingdom on medical grounds. 

Item 84. Grants to Local Authorities for School Buildings — Excess £P.550. 

Provision had been made under Item 25 of Head XXVII for the purchase of a site for 
a Boys' School at Gaza, but this provision was transferred to the Education Vote and treated 
as a grant. Provision for a moiety of the cost of constructing the school, namely J6P.550, 
will be made in the Education Estimates for 1936-37. 


HEAD Xin. Department of Agriculture and Forests — Under the Estimate ifiP. 18,934. 

93. The Department of Agriculture and Forests comprises sections for Agriculture, 
Horticulture, Fruit Inspection, Entomolof^, Fumigation, Fisheries, Forestry and Veterinan- 
and also the administration of the Kadoorie Agncultural Schools at Mt. Tabor and Tulkarm. 

94. The Estimates for 1936-36 contained provision for the following new schemes and 
the major expansion of existing schemes:— 

l. Agricultural Services: 

(a) New Station at Hebron. 

(b) Extension of Faradiyeh Station. 

(c) Contribution towards cost of land for Dura School. 

n. Horticulture: ' 

(a) New Station at Hebron.

1(a) and (b) and Iffa). The problem of a water supply for the new station at Hebron 
had not been solved at the end of the financial year. Much of the land still needed terracing 
hut one thousand metres of stone wall had been built. Considerable progress was made with 
the construction of roads and with a survey of soil depths. Deep ploughing of orchard land 
was carried out before planting. Quarters for the Station Assistant, the Office, implement 
shed, stable and labourers quarters were constructed during the year and a manure pit estab¬ 
lished. The land required for the extension of Faradiyeh Station was not taken over during 
the course of the year and no expenditure was therefore incurred on this project. 

1(c). A contribution of £P.500 was made towards the cost of land for the Dura School, 
representing one-half of the cost of a plot measuring 150 dunams. The major part of the area 
is devoted to general agricultural work and the remainder is being developed as a fruit orchard. 
Labour, water, etc., is being supplied by the village. 

n(b). One date demonstration plot only was planted at Kinnereth, near the sea of 
Galilee, and a study of the effect of various factors on the rooting of offshoots, light and 
temperature was instituted. The scheme original^ contemplated the establishment of two 
date-growing centres, one along the Jordan River and one near the Salti spring at Ain Farah 
in the Jericho Sub-District, hut no suitable land proved to be available for the purpose in the 
areas contemplated. 

n(c). The original scheme for the establishment of twenty new variety orchards and 
vineyards contemplated the establishment of twenty plots of five dunums each in selected 
villacres, the object being the instruction of fruit growers in modem methods of lay-out. 
pnini^, planting, etc. During the course of the year nineteen of these centres were 
establimed. 


n(d). The original scheme for the raising and distribution of budded friiit trees con¬ 
templated the raising and distribution of 100,()()0 fruit trees per annum at different Horti¬ 
cultural Stations where condiVons were favourable. The sum of i9P.2.(X)0 provided in the 
Estimates for 1935-36 was intended to cover the purchase of stock and the raising and budding 
of the fruit trees. The scheme enabled the distribution of some 41,000 fruit trees during the 
year, of which 15,000 were issued free of charge and 26,000 were sold. 

m. The expaiysioD of the Fisheries Service contemplated nine new appointments, of 
whom two Fishery Officers in Grade N, one officer in Grade O, and three fishery giiarda were 
duly appointed. No steps were taken to fill the remaining appointments as it was not found 
possible to fill the post of Chief Fishery Officer during the yewr. As a result of the delay 
in making these appointments, savings were effected under Other Charges Votes, including 
Item 190. ‘Fishery Service', under which provision in the sum of dSP.dOO had been made for 
fishing gear, paint an<^ miscellaneous stores. A sum of j£P.9 only was expended during the 
course of the year on the purchase of fishery gear. An order was placed for the purchase 
of a motor fishing boat (Item 259) but the indent was not fulfilled until 1936-37. 

Under Item 260 provision was made at an estimated cost of £P.300 for re-stocking Lakes 
Tiberias and Huleh with fish but this provision has been revoted in the Estimates for 1936-37 
as no expenditure was incurred daring the year under review. 

fv(a). A new Forestry Nursery was established at Acre during the yemr and is now 
in full operation. It bad b^n intended to establish a second nursery at Sarafand but the 
nursery was in fact established on Government land at Has el Ain and was partly completed 
at the end of the financial year. 


IV (b). The provision made in the Estimates (or the extended afforestation programme 
contemplated the planting of an additional 5,000 dunums of forest land in each year, in units 
of 560 dunums, until 193^0. In connection with this programme certain new appointments 
were contemplated but there was considerable delay in appointing the Assistant Conservator 
of Forests and resultant delay in appointing his suboHinate staff. 
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rV(c). The proposal for the planting of trees on the Mount of OlWes is still under 
discussiou and no expenditure was incurred on the project during 1935-36. 

V(u). A poultry and bee station at Jenin and a poultry station at Sarafand have now 
been established. The poultry stations were stocked with pure-bred birds and hatching eggs. 
Ten hives. TOpulated with bee swarms of improved breeds, were issued to Jenin Poultry 
Station. These hives were used for demonstration purposes to Beekeepers in the district. 

V(b). The scheme for sheep dipping experiments provided a sum of J6P.400 for the 
granting of loans for the establishment of dipping baths for the conduct of experiments in 
sheep dipping in village centres. During the year eight loans were issued totalling j£P.342. 
and with their aid dipping baths were constructed in village centres at Deir Ayoub, Samakh, 
Masmiya Kabira, Qubb, Silet Harithiya, Beit Jemal, Yassuf and Deir Sharaf. A sum of 
i*P.136 out of the provision of JEP.140, was spent during 1935-36 on the purchase of sheep 
dipping powder for free issue during the first year after the construction of the baths in the 
above centres. 

96. Reasons for minor savings and excesses are given in the remarks column of 
Appendix III. Proportionately large increases or decreases are explained hereunder:— 

Under Personal Emoluments, excluding the Eadoorie Schools, saWngs amounting to 
fP.4,566 were effected owing to vacancies in establishment and delay in filling new 
appointments. 

Item 136. TnANSPORx and Travelling — Saving £P.1,022, 

The saving was mainly due to greater use of the railway by travelling officers but less 
travelling than was anticipated was undertaken by the Conservator of Forests as he was 
required to act as Director of Agriculture during the absence on vacation leave of the sub- 
stantive Director. Moreover, the Assistant Conservator of Forests for whom a full year's 
provision was made in the Estimates was not appointed, his appointment being substituted 
by a new appointment of Conservator owing to the pending retirement of the Deputy Director 
of Agriculture who had hitherto filled the post. The new Conservator was not ^pointed, 
however, until February, 1936, and this delay contributed to the savings under the Travelling 
and Transport Vote. 

Item 137. Railway Fares and Freight — Excess j£P.992. 

The excess is due to the expansion of services, involving greater use of the Railways by 
officers of the Department, and to the transport of larger quantities of stores, plants and 
produce to and from the various agricultural and horticultral stations. 


Itbm 138. Telegrams, Telephones and Postage — Excess ;fiP.400. 


This excess was mainly due to under-estimation of the incidental expenditure 
in the expansion of departmental services.

It was necessary to supplement the provision under this item by £P.1,716 for the pur¬ 
chase of seed potatoes. With a view to the encouragement of local produce, seed potatoes 
were purchased for distribution to farmers at cost price on the understanding that repayment 
will be made on delivery of the seed dr when the crop is lifted. 


Item 153. Visits to Agricuuural Stations — Excess J9P.104. 

The number of visitors from various parts of the country visiting Acre on Farmers Day 
was in excess of anticipations but the excess expenditure was mainly due to the fact that in 
former years the cost of the Innch bad been defrayed personally by the High Commissioner 
while in 1935-36 it was met from public funds. 


Item 159. Contbol and Sopprbssion op Animal Contagious Diseases — Excess £P.737. 

For some years the Veterinary Service has songht to induce owners of sheep and goats 
to protect their florks and herds against anthrax by means of vaccination on payment of a fee. 
Dunng the year most of the owners in the Jemsslem District were persuaded to ame to the 
scheme, which was duly carried out. The excess expenditure incurred under this item is 
covered by receipts under Revenue Head IV, Item 31.

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iTBM 178. Fumigation op Citbus THBKtt — Under the Katimate i>F.4»740. 

The actual expenditure in 1935-36 was j 9P.5,960 compared with i£P.7,069 in the previous 
year. The sum provided was in excess of requirements as the cost of fumigation has fallen, 
since the estimate was framed, from approximately 48 mils to 39 mils per tree and more trees 
were fumigated at the direct expense of the grove owner. In 1934 the total number of trees 
fumigated was 184,974 of which 147,206 were fumigated by (lovernment Agency and 37,768 
by private owners. The total in 1935 was 186,144 of which 135,102 were fumigated by 
Government Agency and 51,042 by grove owners direct. 

Itbm 183. CiT&us Advrbtising Fund — Under the Estimate £P.1,078. 

A sum of j£P.20,000 was provided in the Estimates to cover the cost of advertisements 
in the United Kingdom and on the Continent for the marketing of Palestine Citrus Fruit. 
The cost of contracts placed was as under:—

Expenditure under this item is equivalent to the amount of the fee c*ollected during the year 
and classihed under Revenue Head IV, item 4. The fees are levied in accordance with 
regulations made under the Citrus Fruit Advertisement Ordinance, 1933. They were at the 
rate of 2 mils per case of citrus fniit exported until the 30th September, 1935, and at 3 mils 
per case thereafter. The amount collected is transferred to a Dei)osit Account from whence 
the actual cost of advertisement is met. As the sum so credited in 1934-35 was insufficient 
to meet the cost of the contracts placed with the Advertising Agents, Government lent a sum 
of £P.8,000 in that year to the Advertising Committee, free of interest, to enable the contracts 
to be placed. The Loan was to be paid in 1935-36, in which year the export crop wok 
estimated at 8 million cases, but owing to the khamsin in May, 1935, the exportable crop fell 
to 6,955,490 cases and the Committee were thus unable to meet their obligations. It has 
now been decided that the loan shall be repaid in full in 1936-37 and that the Committee shall 
take the necessary measures to ensure repayment. ^ 

Item 206. Grant to Society for Prbvf^tion of Cruelty to Animals. 

The Estimates for previous years contained provision under Head XXV, Miscellaneous, 
for the grant of £P.}00 to the f^iety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. In the 
Estimates for 1935-36 the provision was transferred to Head XIII, and the grant was increased 
to £P.400. Provision was also made for the establishment of twelve animal dispensaries in 
villages in order to enable some 12,000 animals to be treated annually. The sum provided 
in the Estimates for the latter purpose was j£P.300 for capital outlay on initial equipment, 
drug chests, etc. (Item 271), and .£P.420 for maintenance expenditure, which includes the 
loan of donkeys in replacement of others rendered unfit for work and undergoing treatment 
(Item *206). Underitem 205 grants were given to the Society’s branches at Jerusalem and 
Nablus in the sum of £P.140 and £P.50 respectively. Grants earmarked for the branches 
at Haifa and Jaffa were not paid as the necessu^ conditions had not been fulfilled by the 
branches during 1935-36. The capital allocation proved to be in excess of requirements by 
£P.120 while the allocation for maintenance charges was underspent by £P.224 owing to delay- 
in introduction of the service. 


Item 215. Purchase of Sites fob Agricultural and Horticultural Stations Under 
the Estimate dSP.4,750. 

The provision made covered payment for land to be acquired at Hebron and Faradiyeh 
' in the sums of £P.4.5()0 and j£P.700 respectively, the first being required for the new Agri¬ 
cultural and Horticultural Station and the second for extension of the existing station. The 
land was acquired but owing to difficulties in connection with title it was noi found possible 
to effect payment, except to the extent of £P.450 for the Hebron station, and funds have 
again been voted in 198^^7 to enable purchase to be completed.

Itbm 257. CoNTaiBnTioN fob the Improvement of the Palestine Court at the Imperial 
Institutb in London — ^P.186. 

The galleries of the Imperial Institute in London contain exhibits portraying the 
resources and activities of all Dominions, Colonies, Dependencies and Mandated territories 
of the Empire. It was represented that the Palestine exhibit compared unfavourably with 
the general display and a special Committee was appointed by the High Commissioner to 
investigate the matter and to make suggestions for improvement. An appeal for funds was 
made to various interests concerned and to the general public, resulting in contributions 
amounting to JCP.264. The cost of the work was j£P.750 of which a sum of jEP. 300 was 
contribute by Government in 1934^5; and the balance of funds necessary for completion of 
the work was provided in 1935-36 under this item. 

Item 274(d), Vwir of Mr. Stockdalb — jeP.80. 

ICzpenditure was incurred on motor transport engaged by and for the Agricultural Adviser 
to the Secretary of State during his visit to Palestine in the Spring of 1935. The purpose 
of his visit was to advise on the development of agricultural services and the general question 
of the organisation of the Department of Agriculture and Forests. 

97. Kadoorib AoRicuiiTTRAL SCHOOL, Mt. Tabor. — Under the Estimate d9P.133. 


Itbm 299. Transport and Travbixing — Excess £P.60. 

The provision of j£P.200 was exceeded by £P.60 owing to under-estimation of the cost 
of transport of farm produce from the School to Affule Railway Station and of the transport 
of materials, stores ai^ food-stuffs from Affule to the School. 

Item 300. Telboraus, TblephonCh and Postage — Excess £P.22. 

The excess was due to revision on a flat rate basis of the cost of trunk telephone calln. 
based on the needs of the school daring the previous year. 

96. Kadooiob Agricultural School, Titlkarm — Over the Estimate ^P.43.

Item 334. Maintenance of Buildings — Excess jEF.66. 

The excess was occasioned by urgent repairs to the incubator house, well-head, including 
stone lining and the provision of steel ladders for the well. 

HEAD XIV. Department op Antiquitibs — Under the Estimate ieP.4,09r. 

99. As explained in paragraph 118 of my report for 1934-85 it had been hoped that the 
Antiqnitiee Depwtment would move into the new Moaeum premises during that year. But 
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this pFovsd to be impossible and the removal did not take place until late in May, 1936. The 
Museum has not yet been olhcially opened but it is now nearly completed and its opening 
should not be much longer delayed. 

100. Owing to delay in completing the building savings occurred under most items in 
the Departmental votes. In most cases these are suthciently explained in the remarks column 
in Appendix 111 but the following are deserving of special mention :— 

The provision for Personal Emoluments was under-spent by £P.9,651. The post of 
Departmental Assistant in Grade H which fell vacant in July owing to the death of the holder 
remained unfilled during the rest of the year and no steps were taken to fill the post of Super¬ 
intendent Engineer, for which a consolidated salary of £P.450 per annum had l^n provided. 

This post has since been abolislied as the Department of Public Works will carry out the 
maintenance service for which the Engineer h^ originally been provided. Certain other 
vacancies in establishment were also unfilled while others were not filled until late in the year. 

An excess of jEP. 87 occurred under Item 51, Conservation of Antiquitites, caused by the 
issue of s^plementary funds to provide for the conservation of the cistern of St. Helena at 
Anazieh, Er Ramie. 

Under Item 67, provision was made for the payment of allowances to the newly appointed 
chemist while undergoing a course of instruction at the British Museum in London prior to 
taking up his appointment. 

HEAD XV. Dbfabticbnt op Lands and Subvbys — Under the Estimate £P.4,871. 

101. With effect from the 1st April, 1935, the office of the Commissioner of Lands, 
the Department of Land Settlement and the I^partment of Lands and Surveys were 
amalgamated in one Department entitled the ‘Department of Lands and Surveys', and placed 
under the Director of Surveys. The newly constituted Department is divided into four 
executive branches but is grouped for accounting purposes under three main heads, namely :— 

(i) The Survey Department, which deals with all survey matters; 

(ii) The Land Settlement Branch, which enquires into claims to land, tries cases in 
dispute and publishes schedules of rights; 

(iii) The Department of Land Registration, including the Head Office, which deals 
with land registration matters, the Beisan Ghor Mudawara Agmments and 
expropriation of land for Government and the Army.

The provision to Railway Fares and Freight was exceeded by £P.190 owi^ to an 
under-estimation of the moves of camps and personnel. A resultant saving of MP.Wi was. 
however, ^ected under Transport and Travelling. ^ 
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There were minor wvingB on all other sub-heade under Surveys for reasons which are 
sufficiently explained in the Kemarks against the items under Appe^ix HI. 

103. Land Bbttlbmknt — Under Personal Emoluments the sum provided proved to be 
in excess of requirements by A‘P.697, owing to delay in filling vacancies in establishment, and 
to the non-payment of field allowances to officers absent from the field or on leave. 

Under Other Charges savings were etfected under all except three items, which are 
explained below. The savings on other items are explained in the remarks against the items 
under Appendix Ill. 

Under Item 93, Lighting and Heating, an excess of AT.19 was caused by the occupation 
of new and larger premises by the Department in Jerusalem. 

Under Item 99(b) a sum of AT.50 was paid to the Assistant Commissioner for Lands 
and Surveys in recognition of the additional work imposed on him owing to his appointment 
as Agent of the Haifa Harbour (Reclaimed Area) Estate prior to his promotion to Grade F 
of the Public Service. 

Item 99(c) is a new item necessitated by the need of provision for the payment of 
temporary staff for the compilation of statistics relating to land holdings in Palestine. 
The estimated cost of the service is AT.1,090 and a sum of AP.449 was expended during 
1936^. Further provision in the sum of AP.550 has since been made by special warrant 
in 1936-37 for completion of the task. 

104. Land Kegistkation — An excess of AP.45 occurred in the Vote for Personal 
Emoluments. It became necessary during the year to issue special warrants in the sums of 
AP.200 and AF.339, the first to provide for additional clerical assistance owing to the increase 
in land transactions and in Revenue at Land Registries and the increase in the volume of 
work resulting from additional settlement operations; and the second to provide for the pay¬ 
ment of duty allowance at the maximum rate of AP.35 a year to nine officers in Grade 0 
employed as Examiners of Title and to the officer employed as photostat operator and State 
Domain Clerk. 

Savings were effected under most items of Other Charges but these were partly offset 
by excesses in the provision under the following sub-heads :— 

The vote for Telegrams, Telephones and Postage (Item 123) was exceeded by AP.52 
owing to an increase in the telephone flat rate charge and to the charge for the private branch 
exchange at Headquarters. 

Item 134. Ghor Mudawara I^ands — Revised Agreement — AP.168. This item was 
created by special warrant to provide for the engagement of extra clerical assistance in con¬ 
nection with the revision of the Ghor Mudawara Land Agreement, which became necessary on 
account of the recommendations for the modification of the term of the agreement made by 
a Committee appointed by the High Commissioner in 1934. 


HEAD XVI. Dbpartmbnt op Development — Under the Estimate AP.l,4dO.

105. Under Development the items deserving special mention are Personal Emoluments 
showing a saving of AP.156, due to over-estimation of the amount required for clerical staff; 
Transport and Travelling, on which a saving of AP.165 occurred owing to the absence of the 
Development Officer on vacation leave in the United Kingdom; and Irrigation Experiments 
on which savings amounting to AP.87 were effected owing to over-estimation of the funds 
required. Excesses were caused on the votes for Telegrams, Telephones and Postage (AP.5) 
and AP.16 under a new item (18(a)) to cover the cost of the removal of the office to new 
premises. 

106. The votes of the Registrar of Cooperative Societies showed savings under 
Personal Emoluments amounting to AP.612, of which AP.75 was due to delay in filling the 
vacancy caused by the death of the Registrar and the balance to delay in appointing Field 
Organisers and Clerical Staff. A saving of AP.374 also occurred in the vote for Transport and 
Travelling owing to the absence of the newly appointed Registrar on vacation and study leave 
in Europe. Small savings were also effect^ under the remaining Other Charges items. 


HEAD XVII. PoucB AND Pbisons — Under the Estimate AP.35,569. 

107. The estimated expenditure for the year 1935-36 was AP.563,0d6 or AP.42.568 in 
excess of the Estimates of the previous year. The amount actually expended during 1935-36 
amounted to AP. 527,467 which represented a saving of AP.35,569 on the Estimates but an 
axcess of AP.20,754 on the expenditure for the previous year.

Police : 

109. During the year under review a new service was introduced by the formation of a 
Port Police and Marine Section at Haifa. Existing services were also extended by the 
formation of a new Police Division at Galilee, an increase in the establishment of police in 
Tel-Aviv Division, the establishment of a new Police station in Jaffa South, the extension 
of C.I.D. activities, the improvement of traffic services, the extension of the Wireless Tele¬ 
graphy Service and the provision of additional clerical staff at Headquarters and Divisions. 
The savings are mainly attributable to the late approval of the estimates which rendered it 
impossible to engage additional personnel before the end of June, 1935, and held up indents 
for equipment for new services. 

110. Savings are shown under all except two items of Police Other Charges Votes, the 
main savings occurring under the following :— 

Item 60. Transport and Travelling — Saving jeP.409. 

This was due to the increased use of the normal bus services instead of the contract hire 
of small cars. 

Item 51. Bailwat Fares and Freight — Saving ^P.1,268. 

The saving is partly due to over-estimation and to some extent to the use of Police 
Mechanical Transport instead of the railway — a step taken in the interests of mobility. 

Item 63. Uniforms, Clothing and Equipment — Saving ^P.1,726. 

This saving occumd mainly to over-estimation of cost of materials ordered through the 

Crown Agents for the Colonies but a sum of d6P.665 represents outstanding charges to be met 
in 1936-37. 

Item 64. Arms and Ammunition — Saving d£P.903. ^ 

Outstanding Crown Agents’ indents in the sum of £P.865 account for nearly the whole 
of the saving under this ftern. 

Item 62. Forage and Forage Allowance — Saving £P.1,979. 

Forage rates proved to be lower than were anticipated and savings also occurred owing 
to the mounted establishment being under strength. 

Item 63. Compensation to Police on tbrmin.\tion of Engagement. — Saving fP.501. 

The saving is due to the fact that a small percentage of police personnel who have 
resiiraed from the Force since the promulgation of the Police Pensions (Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1929. and who are entitled to gratuities did not submit their claims during the 
financial year. It will be necessary to meet these payments in 1936-37. 

Item 66. Barracks and Married Quarters Equipment — Saving j£P.599. 

Outstanding indents to the value of j 6P.564 fall to be met in 1936-37, thus accounting 
‘or the greater part of the under-expenditure under this item. 
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Itbm 66. Rations — Saving jeP.a.018. 

The Raving under this item is almost entirely due to delay in the appointment of British 
Police. 


Itbm 73. Pabsaobs — Saving ^P.1,043. 

Special arrangements were entered into daring the year for the booking of return 
pBRflagftft for British Police and this arrangement accounts in part for the saving under this 
item but it appears that the amount provided in the Estimates was, in any case, in excess of 

requirements. 


Itbm 75. Tblborams, Tblrphonbb and Pobt.^ob — Saving jeP.777. 

This saving is mainly due to the postponement of certain installations and the conversion 
of telephones at the following places, owing to the non-availablity of spare wires:—

Item 96. Tblbpbinttng Appar.\tus — Saving £P.3,785. 

The cost of this apparatus was over-estimated but a sum of j 6P.2,963 was committed 
although not paid during the year. Delivery of the apparatus was not effected during 1935-36 
and it will be necessary to pay the account in 1936-37. 

Itbm 97. Sa Wirbless Tblegbaphy Sets — Saving j6P.1,276. 

Ex|M*nditare amounting to d6P.636 was incurred during the year on outstanding charges 
in respect of commitments from 1934-35, while indents to the value of iiP.2,147 in respect 
of 1934-35 and 1935-36 were not discharged daring 1935-36 and fall to be met in the current 

year. 

Itbm 98. Purchasb of Wireless Transmitter — Saving ^P.1,100. 

The transmitter will not be ready for delivery until August, 1936, and funds to meet the 
cost will be required in 1936-37. 

Prisons : jj 

111. The Estimates for 1935-36 provided for the formation of a farm labour company 

at Acre at an estimated cost of £P.5.037; for the institution of a system of warder r^its; 
for additional wa r dr ess es at the female prison, Bethlehem, and for improvement in the 
standard of instruction at the Boys* Reformatory School, Tulkarm. * 

112. A saving of £P.8.4^7 was effected under Personal Emoluments owing to 
vacancies in estoblishment and to delay in making new appointments. Of this amount ^P.^9 
was contributed from proficiency pay and deP.642 from good conduct pay owmg to the fact that 
the estimated number of Prison personnel did not qualify for the grant of the allowances 

provided in the regulations. 

113. Under Other Chanies savings were effected on all but two votes, the items 
deserving of comment being the following:— 

Item 157. Prisoners Clothino — Saving dEP.1,436. 

OutHtanding indents to the value of £P.1,166 will have to be met in 1936-37; the balance 
of Ravings is due to over-estimation of the cost of indents fulfilled during the year. 

Item 158. Prison Rations — Saving ^.2,030. 

These mvings were mainly dne to lower contract prices than had been anticipatad. 
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Itbu 167. Compensation to Wabdbbs, btc. — Excess £P.336. 

The provision of £P.1,000 under this item proved to be insufficient owing to an increase 
in the number of personnel discharged on medical grounds. Prior to the institution of the 
warder recruiting system time-expii^ policemen hs^ been transferred to the Prison Estab- 
lishment as warders but they are now being gradually replaced by younger men and it should 
be less necessary in future to provide for compensation to warders retired on medical grounds. 


HEAD XVin. Department op Migration — Under the Estimate i6P.1,915. 

114. The Estimates for 1935-36 provided, at a cost of £P.2,704, for the formation of 
a small force of frontier guards at Naqura, Bosh Pinna, Tiberias, Kantara and Haifa and for 
the formation of a small force of guards at Jaffa Port. These proposals were implemented 
during the course of the year, but a sum of dgP.1,406 only was expended owing to delay in 
introducing the service. 

115. The total savings under Personal Emoluments were £P.675 only as it became 
necessary during the course of the year to engage additional clerical officers to assist in the 
work at the frontier stations and at Jaffa and to provide for the payment of additional overtime 
fees. 

116. Under Other Charges the following items are deserving of comment:— 

Item 24. Transport and Travelling — Saving jEP.828. 

Tlie estimates had provided for an increase of ;gP.900 under this item, based on the 
actual expenditure during 1934-35, namely, £F. 1,619, together with an increase to cover the 
travelling of four new Assistant Commissioners. Pressure of work, however, at Heml- 
quarters and Branch Offices prevented the Assistant Commissioners from travelling on 
inspection duties and the provision made proved for that reason to be in excess of expenditure. 

Item 25. Railway Fares and Freight — Excess jeP.223. 

I'liis increase was due to an increase in the departmental establishment and to the 
necessity of occasional transfer of officers to Haifa and Jaffa to cope with unusual increases 
in the number of immigrants arriving by ship at those Ports. 

Item 27. Clothing — Saving ;eP.673. 

The proposed dress regulations of the department were not introduced during the year 
and as a result no orders were placed for uniforms for officers and guards. The expenditure 
incurred under this item covers the cost of uniforms for messengers only.

Item 28. Tblbgramb, Telephones and Postage — Excess ieP.254. 

Additional expenditure was incurred in the Autumn of 1935 by reason of the despatch 
to His Majesty's Passport and Consular Officers abroad of numerous telegrams in connection 
with a case of improper use of a number of immigration certificates. Further expenditure 
was occasioned by the in^Uation of an additional telephone extension at the Eantara frontier 
X)ntrol post, and by an increase in foreign correspondence necessitated by the increased 
volume of immigration.

Item 31. Bbpatbution Expenses — Excess fP.501. 

% 

The amount provided in the Estimates proved to be insufficient to defray the charges 
incurred in oonnectmn with the repatriation of Palestinians from abroad and the deportation 
of illicit immigrants. Provision for expenditure under this item had previoiisly bmn met 
from Head XXV, Miscellaneons, under which the expenditure incurred in 1934-35 was 
^P.2,946. 

Item 34. Office Equ i pm e n t — Saving jEP.500. 

. The provisioD made in the Estimates covered the estimated cost of registration cards 
relating to the control of admission of persons to Palestine but the issue was made, without 
charge, by the Oovonment Press.

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HEAD XIX. Office of Statistics — Under the Estimate £P;5.359. 

117. Although provision was made for a full year’s expenditure under this head, no 
expenditure was incurred until October, 1935, when the Government Statistician arrived. 
Savings were therefore recorded until all items, those under Personal Emoluments amounting 
to :eP.3.588 and those under Other Charges to fP.1,771. No changes of importance have 
been made in the draft Estimates of the Department for 1936-37 as the provision made in 
1935-36, with few exceptions, remains appropriate. 


HEAD XX. Trans-Jordan Frontier Force — Under the Estimate £P.9,033. 

118. The savings under this head occur mainly under the following items:—

119. The savings under Personal Emoluments were due to changes of holders in the 
posts of Company Commanders and Company Officers and late appointments and vacancies 
in establishment, mainly in respect of Reservists. Savings under Railway Fares and 
Freight were due to the curtailment of travelling by rail on account of a wash-out on the 
Railway in the Yarmuk Valley, which was partly compensated for by additional motor trans¬ 
port causing an excess of j 6P.153 under the Vote for "Transport and Travelling". The 
savings under Maintenance of Mechanical Transport were partly due to over-estimation of 
Crown Agents’ indents and partly to the establishment of new workshops and the purchase 
of improved plant and tools. Savings under Arms, Equipment, Uniforms and Clothing were 
due to the adoption of new Clothing Regulations, approved in 1934, after the preparation of 
the Estimates for 1935-36. Experience also showed that certain articles of clothing have a 
longer life, under normal conditions, than was previously supposed. The Vote for Ammunition 
showed a saving of £P.1,663 as the Force held adequate stocks of S.A.A. ammunition. The 
savings under Forage were paitly due to the Force establishment of horses being under 
strength and partly to further reduction in contract prices. The Wireless appmtns provided 
for under Item 115 was not acquired during the year and it will not be required unless the 
R.A.F. 6nal1y decide to adopt ihe Short Wave Apparatus. The sum of £P.1.200 provided 
under Item 117 was underspent by €P.936 as the construction of Officers’ quarters was not 
completed in the year under review. 

120. Excesses of j 6P.1,200 and £P.1,208 occurred under Items 77 ‘Pensions Con¬ 
tributions, Pensions and Gratuities’ and 105 ‘Replacement of Mechanical Vehicles'. Under 
Item 77 the excess was mainly due to the payment of a gratuity (:£P.900) to the estate of the 
Officer Second-in-Command, wWo died during the year; the excess under Item 105 was 
necessary to meet outstanding Crown Agents’ charges on indents placed in 1934-35. 


HEAD XXI. Dbfsncb — Under the Estimate j9P.12,211.

I 

121. A saving of d£P.12.211 occnrred under this head in respect of the excess cost of the 
British Army Units and one half of the excess cost of the Royal Air Force Units in Palestine 
and Trans-Jordan over the cost of such forces at their normal stations. The total payments 
in 1936-36 amounted to £P.145.269, but a sum of £P.12,680 bad been overpaid in 1934-35 
in excess of Palestine’s liability for that year and this was credited to the contribution payable 
for the year 1935-36, in accordance with agreed arrangements. The total payments made in 
respect of 1935-36 amounted, therefore, to fP.157.969, which is J6P.469 in excess of the 
approved provision for the year. The amount of the contribution dne in respect of 1935-36 
has not yet been notihed to Government. Included in the Estimates under this head was a 
sum of JBP.86,000 for capital worin, inclndincr MV 30.000 for the construction of married 
qonrtera in Jerusalem and Haifa, and dBP.31.000 for Royal Air Force Capital Works and 
hirings.

The expenditure of j£P.145/289 included a sum of i9P.4,664 for (he purchase of a site 
for Royal Air Force married quarters in Jerusalem. 


HEAD XXII. Posts and Tblbqeaphs — Over the Estimate j9P.6,155. 


122. The Estimates for 1935*36 provided for an increase of dEP.109,5d4 over the 
expenditure included in the approved Estimates for 1934-35, the total beii^ £P.304,623. This 
sum proved to be ^P.6,155 short of requirements although there were savings under Personal 
Emoluments, amounting to £P.4,658. The greater part of these savings was due to delay in 
filling appointments, owing to postponed approval of the draft Estimates, and were ejected 
notwithstanding the fact that several special warrants were found to be necessary for additional 
staff during the course of the year. The staff so provided comprised postal clerlu, telephonists, 
postmen, messengers, storemen and temporary officers,while additional funds were necessary 
for overtime and for compensation under the Workmen’s Compensation Ordinance. The 
excess was caused by over-expenditure on Other Charges, mainly in respect of the carriage of 
mails.

124. The main savings and excesses under Other Charges are explained below :—

Item 94. Gonvbtancb op Maii.s — Excess iiP.10,425. 

The excess was mainly due to additional payments in respect of the carriage of mails by 
air. The use of air services by the public on a larger scale than was anticipated is due in part 
to the acceleration, extension and increased frequency of the services, and in part to tbo 
expansion of business d(;tivitie8. 

iTBM 96. liiOHTma, HEATma and Power — Excess £P.470. 

^There was a marked increase in expenditure on lighting, heating and power, due to the 
' exten^n of working hours at the branch offices in the larger towns; to the introduction of 
several automatic exchanges, involving additional electric power for battery charging; and to 
the transfer to the Jern^em Electric Company’s mains of lights, waxheaters and fans 
formerly connected to the departmental supply. 

Item 97, Pbintinq and Statxonbbt. 

Ad excess of j£P.2,384 occurred under this item. The inadequacy of the provision made 
in the Estimates was due to the rapid expansion of business, the need of replenishing depleted 
reserve stocks, payment for stores ordered in 1934-36 which were not supplied until 1935-36 
and the cost of additional telephone directories for the rapidly increasiDg number of telephone 
subscriber!. 


iTBii 99. Peimtino or Postaqb Stamps and Postal Oboehs — Excess j9P.261. 


The public demand for stamps and stamped stationery proved to be in excess of anti¬ 
cipations and it became necessary to replenish stocks. 


Itbm 104. Rbmt and Bbpaibs or Buildinos. 

The provision for rent and repairs of buildings was exceeded by j£P.3,S47 owing to an 
unforeseen increase in the rentals of hired premises and the rent of additional premises 
required owing to the expansion of departmental activities. 


Items 128—141. Bboadcastino and Mabinb Wibblbss Sebvice. 

Savings in respect of this service ag^egated dBP.4,425 owing to delay in completion of 
die Broadcasting Station. The inauguration of the Broadcasting Station at Ramallah took 
place in March, 1936. The estimates of expenditure for the service for the year 1935-36 were 
ne<»88arily tentative as the amounts which would be expended on such items as staff, hire of 
artiste, lighting, heating and power could not be determined with precision until the service 
had been inaugurated. 

The programme directional and compilation staff had to be selected and the preparatory 
work of t^ing out artists, etc., undertaken. To ensure the most satisfactory results the 
British Broadcasting Corporation were asked to lend the services of a member of their stt^ 
for at least six months. The Mrvices of the Programme Director of the Western Regional 
Station in England were accordingly loaned to Palestine. He arrived in Jerusalem on the Ist 
October, 1935, and thereafter the organisation and preparatory work proceeded steadily. The 
erection of the station was completed by the end of the year 1935 and field strength measure¬ 
ment tests were then taken. 

The Estimates included provision for engineering, but not for programme personnel, on 
the basis of six months working. Savings were therefore effected, owing to delay in inaugur¬ 
ating the service, amounting to ^P.621. Expenditure on such items as Transport and 
Travelling, Lighting, Heating and Power, Pro^mmes and Maintenance of the Rural Broad¬ 
casting Service was also considerably below the amount provided in each case. 

A sum of dGP.3,265 out of the provision of £P.d,500 made under Item 141 of the 
Estimates was expended on the purchase of Receiving Sets for installation in villages. 


HEAD XXni. PuBUc Works Department — Under the Estimate ;9P.269. 

125. The original Estimates made no provision for maintenance expenditure in con¬ 

nection with the Jerusalem Water Sqpply but the scheme was completed in January, 1936, and 
it became necessary to provide for maintenance staff and for items of Other Charges for the 
remainder of the financial year. The total sum thus provided was :eP.621 of which f P.575 
was under Personal Emoluments and under Other Charges. It was also necessary to 

provide additional architectural staff for work in connection with the projected building 
programme; and for supervisory staff engaged on the construction of the Air Ports at Haifal 
and Lydda. Special warrants for additional staff were thus necessary and were issued to the 
extent of deP.4,376 but notwithstanding the engagement of additional staff the total Personal 
Emoluments vote of the Deparment showed a saving of jeP.883 which was caused by delay 
in filling approved appointments and to vacancies in establishment.

126. Other Charges votes showed an increase of jeP.614 over the provision made in the 
Estimates. Of thi^ increase the votes for Transport and Travelling, with an excess of d£P.434, 
wd Bailway Fares and Freight,'with an increase of ^P.163 account for deP.597, while an 
increase of £P.103 was recorded under the vote for Drawing Office materials and instrumentn. 
The excess on the Transport and Travelling vote was due to the more favourable allowances 
introduced by the revised Transport Regulations; the excess on the vote for Railway Fares 
and Freight was due to increased railway travel in connection with the supervision of works 
and to the transport of a larger volume of stores; while the excess on the vote for Drawing 
Office materials and instruments was caused by the engagement of additional drawing office 
staff for the preparation of plans and drawings for works included in the approved Building 
Programme. 

The remmning savings and excesses are sufficiently explained in the Remarks Column 
of Appendix m. 
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HEAD XXrV. PUBUC Works Rbcubrbnt — Over the Estimate d£P.18,161.

128. The following explanations are furnished regarding the savings and excesses 
mentioned above:— 


Item 2. MAnrrENANCB op Mechanical Transport — Saving ^P.1,799. 

Twelve additional motor vehicles were ordered owing to the enlarged programme of 
road construction and the need of replacement of unserviceable vehicles but delay occurred 
in delivery of the vehicles and the construction of some of the bodies for them could not be 
completed by the end of the year, thus delaying their use and resulting in the savings shown. 

Item 8. Water Supply and Conservancy — Excess £P.519. 

Additional funds became necessary owing principally to an increase in the number of 
buildings, including the Mumcipal Hospital, connected to the Nablus town water supply and, 
in Jerui^em, to the connection of the new Museum to the town supply. / 

Item 9. Rent op Oppicbs and Quarters — Excess ^P.13,4d9. 

The increase in this vote was occasioned by :— 

(a) increases iWthe rents of existing leases which fell to be renewed; 

(b) the need of provision for new leases which were not foreseen when the Estimates 

were framed; 

(c) the fact that two Moharrems fell within the financial year. Although a sum of 
£P.24,000 had been provided on this account the provision proved inadequate. 

Item 10. Purchase and Repair op Furniture — Excess ^P.1,815. 

The amount provided in the Estimates proved to be insufficient owing mainly to a 
wnsiderable increase in the cost of local furniture. That increase was estimated by the 
OiTMtor of Public Works at 57% and it reduced the purchasing power of the sum provided 
m the Estimates by £P.1,425. In addition it became necessary to provide sectional cupboards 
for the Magistrate's Court at Tel-Aviv and to furnish the office of the Government 
aUtistician. Theee two unforeseen commitments necessitated expenditure amounting to £P.309. 

12. Maintbnanck op Roads and Beidorb — Saving £P.4,438. 

Savings under this item are accounted iar by the fact that a sum of ;eP.4,600 was 
wsferred when the Estimates were framed from Item 12 to the new vote for maintenance 
« plant and machinery. This transfer proved, however, to be inadequate and a further 
^fer of ^P.2,888 was necessary during the year. In comparison with the previous 
y«ar, when a sum of ;6P.190,077 was expended on the maintenance of toads and oridges. 
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including the maintenance of road plant, the expenditure in 1935-36 was £P.iaO»44a. The 
additional expenditure is mainly accounted for by the maintenance of secondary and village 
roads which had hitherto been met from special funds provided for the purpose. 

Itbm 13. Maditbmancb op Artbkial Roads in Municipal Arbas — Saving i£P.8a3. 

The construction of certain roads was not undertaken owing to the non-payment of 
contributions due from certain Municipalities and savings on maintenance were there¬ 
by effected. 

iTBU 17. Maintbnancb op Plant and Macuinert — Excess £P.2,Q6&. 

This item was newly created in the Estimates for 1935-36 to provide for the maintenance 
of all plant and machinery except that provided for under the vote for the maintenance of 
mechanical transport. It included the maintenance of rollers and road making machinery 
but events proved that provision for the maintenance of road plant had been under-estimateil 
owing, mainly, to the purchase of additional road rollers. In addition the heavy duties 
carri^ out by road plant on account of the increased road programme necessitated the 
performance of double shifts which increased the need of fuel and maintenance generally. 
Corresponding savings were effected under Item 12, Maintenance of Roads and Bridges, 
from which a more adequate transfer should have been made in the first place. 


Itbm 19. Maintbnancb op thb Jerusalem Water Supply — Excess £P.1,912. 


The construction of the Jerusalem Water Supply was completed early in 1936 and from 
the date of completion it became necessary to make financial provision for the maintenance 
of the installation. The sum expended by the 31st of March,1936, amounted to i£P.l,912 and 
this covered the cost of casual labour, lubricating and fuel oils, etc. Reference is made to 
the staff, etc., required for this new service in paragraph 125 of this Report but it should be 
mention^ that the whole of the maintenance expenditure incurred in 1936-36 was fully 
covered by Revenue earned from the sale of water to the Jerusalem Municipality, amounting 
to jeP.4,216. 


HEAD XXV. Mibcbllanbous — Over the Estimate £P.26,632. 

129. The most important savings and excesses occurred under the following items :— 

Itbm 1. Stationbrt and Printino — Excess jEF.14,160. 

It was anticipated that the new Government Printing Press would be in full operation 
by the 1st April, 1935, and that it would be in a position to undertake all Government 
printing from that date. No provision was therefore made for payment to private presses; 
out the Press was not working to full capacity until December, 1935, and it was necessary to 
place a large amount of work to pontract.

Item 6. Passaobs — Under the Estimate j9P.7,908. 

The Estimates for the year showed on increase of £P.10,000 in the sum provided fur the 
passages of officials. It was based on tbe assumption that revised passage regulations would 
come into force during the course of the year; it was not possible, however, to introduce 
revised regulations until 1936-37, with the result that the amount expended on passages in 
1935-36, namely, i£P.7,092, represents the payment of allowances under the old regulations. 
The new regulations have now been introduced with effect from the let April, 1935, and 
claims in respect of the year 1935-36 are now being met.

Item 11. Cbown Aobnts' Expbnsbs — Excess £P.l,52d. 

Expenditure on this account varies according to the nature and extent of plant and 
materials supplied on Government Order by the Crown .^ents for the Colonies. The value 
of materials ^ered during the year was exceptionally high and necessitated the payment of 
chargee in excess of the*e8timat^ anooont. 

Item 18. Commission to Stamp Vendors — Excess j£P.191. 

This expenditure is dependent on the collection of Stamp Duties under Revenue Hesd 
m. Item 31, which a m ou n ted during the year to ;£P.124,47d as compared with an estimate 
el MP.lOOfiOO.

Itbm 16. Flood Rblibp Wobk, Tibbriab — Under the Estimate £P.3,701. 


In para^praph 173 of my report for 1934-35 it was explained that a sum of ;£P.99,100 fell 
to be met from public funds in respect of relief measures resulting from the floods. The 
expenditure incurred in 1934-35 was £P.12,367, leaving a sum of £P.16,733 to be met in 
1935-36. The full extent of the expenditure in 1934-35 was not known, however, when the 
Estimates for 1935-36 were framed and a sum of dEP.12,800 only was provided in those 
Estimates. Of this provision a sum of £P.9,099 was expended, leaving a saving of £P.3,701 
on the estimate for the year and of i£P.7,634 on the full estimated cost. Under-expenditure 
is due to the fact, that some claims for compensation for buildings destroyed have not yet been 
submitted, while others are still under consideration. 

Item 26. Payment of Tithes assigned to Private Waqps — Excess j6P.4,054. 

The excess was mainly due to payment of a claim by the Mutawallis of the Mustafa 
Lala Pasha and Fatima Khatum Waqfs in respect of one-half of the tithes of the villages 
of El Mujeidal and Iksal for the period 1st July, 1920, to Slat March, 1935. These villages 
were transferred to Palestine upon the adjustment of the frontier between Palestine, Syria 
and the Lebanon under the Bon Voisinage Agreement of 1923 but claim to a share of the 
tithe was not made by the Mutawalli of the Waqf until 1934. 

Item 29. Refunds in respect of Revenue collected in previous years - Excess j£P.3,884. 

The greater part of the expenditure under this item was caused by the refund of im¬ 
migrants' deposits which had been forfeited and credited to Revenue under Item 26 of Head 
m. These deposits are accepted by Consular Officers in Europe and by Immigration Officers 
locally from persons entering Palekine as travellers. When the depositor fails to return 
to bis country of origin within the prescribed period the deposit is forfeited but it may be 
restored if the period of stay in Palestine is extended or the traveller is permitted to remain 
as an immigrant. A sum of jCP. 20,100 was refunded in this manner in 1935-36 of which 
£P.7,900 h^ been received prior to the 1st April, 1935. Refund of this amount was 
accordingly charged to Expenditure while the balance was debited to the Revenue item to 
which the forfeit^ deposit had originally been credited, namely. Head III, Item 26. 

A sum of j£P.2,156 was required to meet the refund to the Jaffa Municipality of a con¬ 
tribution paid in excess towards the construction of the Jaffa Southern Approach Road. The 
amount refunded forms part of the sum of £P.13,000 paid by the Municipality in 1934-35. 
(Sec paragraph 32 of my report for the flnancial year 1934-36). 

Item 30. Cost of Living Allow.ances. — Saving £P.2,438. 

The Cost of Living Allowances was increased by 100% with effect from the 1st April, 
1935, and it was then estimated that a sum of JGP.63,200 would be required for the payment 
of these allowances during 1935-36. Savings were, however, effected which are attributable 
to vacancies in establishment and to delay in filling appointments. 

Item 30(a). Losses on Investments — £P.3,651. 

In accordance with Colonial Regulation No. 275 proflts on the sale of investments are 
credited to Revenue and losses are debited to Expenditure. The loss of JGP.3,551 represents 
the difference between the book value, at the 31st March, 1935, of the stock sold during the 
year and the price realised, the relative values being as under :— t

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iTKM 32. Preparation, Tran814ATIon and Printing of Legislation — Saviu(>: AIM.067. 

The saviogB effected are due to delay in completing the Hebrew translation which held up 
the printing of this version of the new legislation. As a result it will be necessary to revote 
further provision in the KHtiinutes for 1936-37 although it is not yet known what the exact 
(‘oiuniitments for that year are likely to be. 

Item 37, Contribution towards the Reoonstuuction of the Makrvk-Jisii Maj.xmT Koad 

— AP.18.300. 

This sum represents the second instuluient on account of Palestine’s liability fur the 
cost of construction of the Mafrak-Jisr Majaiiii Road. A sum of AIMO.OOO was paid in 1934 
to the Trans-Jordan Government and a further huiu of AP.1.352 will be required to complete 
the work in 1936-37. The original estimate of AP.28,300 was exceeded by AP.1,35'2 owing 
to (a) floods which caused damage to the work already done, (b) the soft quality of the soil, 
necessitating greater depth in the metal suix^r-imimsed on the earth foundation and (e) an all- 
I’uund increase in wages and the (*081 of material since the first estimate was framed. 

Item 42. Purchase ok copyright of the H.andbook of Paijsstinb and Trans-Jordan — 

AP.1,200. 

An offer was made to the Palestine Government by the owners of the copyright of the 
Handbook of Palestine and Trans-Jordan for the sale of their rights in the book. An 
agreement of assignment of copyright has been entered into and a sum of AP.1.200 paid in 
full settlement to the owners. 

Item 43 . Flood Rbuep Measures, Khausa and Buwbiziya Viluxges — £P. 1 , 694 . 

A severe cloudburst occurred in the Huleh Area on the 8th November, 1935, flooding 
the villages of Khalisa and Buweiziya, causing some loss of life and considerable damage to 
property and crops. Measures were taken to replace lost crops, seed and animals in order 
to enable villagers to cany on with winter ploughing, and to re-establish themselves as 
farmers on the minimum scale necessary to enable them to earn a livelihood. 


HEAD XXVI. Posts and Telegraphs Extraordinary — Under the Estimate AP.9,065. 


130. Item 1. Additional Exchange Switchboards — Saving jEP.5,246. 

A special warrant for £P.600 was issued in Januarv*, 1936 to cover the cost of additional 
apparatus to provide further extension of trunk operating positions, etc., but owing partly to 
the late approval of the Estimates and partly to delays in manufacture of other etpiipment 
ordered from England a saving occurred in the provision under this item.

Item 3. Reconstruction of Routes — Excess £P.709.

The excess was due partly to increases in the price of certain materials since the 
estimates were prepared and partly to an unforeseen increase in the cost and extent of 
certain works. y 

Item 4. Additional SubscriRers Circuits — Excess jEP.2,99d. 

The number of subscribers connected in the last few months of 1935 increased bevond 
expectations. Up to the end of December six hundred additional subscribers had been con¬ 
nected There was a considerable increase also in the number of long circuits, costing more 
than the average to install and the funds remaining at Uie end of 1935 were sufficient to 
permit of the connection of a further two hundred subscribers only. The additional funds 
provided were for the construction of lines for a further six hundred subscribers to be con¬ 
nected to the relief exchanges at Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv and to the exchange at Haifa. 

Item 6 . Additional Distribution Cables — FiXcess £P. 787 . 

The excsM was due to the increased cost of lead and copper, resulting in an increase in 
the price of cables by 90% since the estimates were framed. It was also necessary to provide 
for additional cabhng on account of the increase in the number of telephone subscribers 
connected to the exchanges.

Itbm 7. Nbw Cables and Removal of Cikcuits — Jbbusalbm — Excess 

Additional funds became necessary owing to a 60% rise in the cost of materials for 
ducts and of 30% in the cost of cables. The estimate for the work was prepared in 1933, 
and it was impossible then to foresee the increase in the prices of materials. 

Itbm 8 . Rural Automatic Kxcuanobs — Savings £P.7,44d. 

New rural automatic exchanges and extensions to existing rural exchanges were 
included in the sum of £P.9,500 provided in the Estiiuates. The installations were intended 
for Behovoth, Rishon, Ness Ziona, Petah Tiqva, Ramie, Kfar Saba, Tel Mond, Herzlia and 
Magdiel. The provision was also intended to cover the installation of rural exchanges which 
had already been ordered in the previous year for Ramat Gan and Haifa Bay. Materials 
and stores were, however, not received in time to permit of more than partial execution of the 
programme during the course of the year. 

Itbm 9. Conversion op Subscribrrs* Apparatus to Automatic, Jerusalem — Saving 

£P.663. 

The sum of £P.7,750 provided under this item was intended for the conversion of the 
existing manual telephone instruments and the provision of branch exchanges in Jerusalem 
for use in connection with the new automatic exchange; but the late arrival of stores rendered 
it impossible to complete the programme. 

Item 10. Trunk Entry Cables — Excess £P.464. 

The additional provision made under this item was necessitated entirely by the increased 
cost of materials. 

Item 11. Broadcasting Station, Jerusalem — Excess £P.9.293. 

The estimate of i;P.*J,950 was framed in October, 1934, and it was then anticipated that 
the total expenditure up to the Slst March, 1935, would amount to £P.29,750. Owing, 
however, to delay in construction of the building it l)ecanie necessary to postpone the execu¬ 
tion of Indents for broadcasting plant and in consequence expenditure during 1934-35 
amounted to £P.l8.95l only. Additional funds were therefore made available in 19d5 -16 
to the extent of £P.9,800, representing the difference between the Estimates for tlie year, 
i.e. £P.2.250. and the anticipated expenditure to the Blst March, 1936. Of this additional 
provision a sum of .£P.9,293 was expended. 

Item 12. Conduits and Main CabiiBs, Haifa — Excess i£P.l,341. ' i 

The excess was occasioned by the increased cost of materials and an under-estimate of 
the cost of excavations. 

Item 13. ('onduits and Main Cables, Jaffa Tel-Aviv — Excess f P.346. 

The increase was occasioned entirely by an increase in the cost of materials. 


Item 14. Tbl-Aviv Automatic Exchange — Saving jeP.18,996. , 

A sum of j£P.34.000 was included in the Estimates for this project but owing to delay 
in the construction of the Tel-Aviv Poet Office the purchase of a considerable part of the 
exchange equipment was postponed. It has since b^nie necessary to revise the estimate 
by the addition of a sum of £P.4,000, owing to the increase in the demand for telephones 
in Tel-Aviv area, entailing the installation of additional sections capable of accommodating a 
greater number of subscribers than was originally contemplated.

Item 17. Marine Wireless Station, Jerusalem — Saving d6P.2.796. 


The savings were due to the late approval of the Estimates and consequential delay in 
the purchase of materials by the Crown Agents. 

Item 19. Relief Telephone Exchanqbs, Jerusalem and Tbl-Avit — Excess £P.10,472.

Owing to delay in the completion of the telephone exchange buildings in Tel-Aviv and 
Jerusalem and to t^ heavy increase in the dema^ by the public for telephone facilities it 
became necessary to purchase relief exchanges from the Eg^ian Administration, pending 
the installation of new automatic exchanges in those towns.

135. Reasons for savings and excesses are sufficiently explained in most cases by the 
remarks against the items in Appendix III, but the following works warrant more detailetl 
explanations:— 

Item 37. Cokstbuctxon of three Town Schools — Saving fP.14,904. 

For reasons explained in paragraph 275 cf my report for 1934-35 the number of schot>in 
was reduced from twelve, as originally contemplated in the proposed Loan Schedule, to ten. 
of wliicb six schools, together with their sites, were to be met from the proposed Loan 
Schedule at a cost of ;£P.92,2U0 leaving a sum of 4;P.13,8(X), supplemented by the provision 
of JbT. 16,000 under Head XXVIl, for tlie acquisition of three sites and for the application of 
any balance remaining therefrom towards the constniction of the schools. Land values in 
Haifa, however, continued to appreciate and the total expenditure necessary for the provision 
of ten schools is now estimated at 4-P.161.7*29 of which 4'P.1()0.*275 is required for the buildings 
and .i'P.61,454 for the sites. The sites at Haifa are now expected to (^ost i;P.34,134. Sites 
have already been acquired for five schools and notices to treat have been given in other case^. 
It is now under consideration whether, in view of the increased (‘ost of this project, constnu- 
tion of one or more schools shall be postponed until the hnancdal |x>8ition improves. 

The sum of ^P.3,096 expended under Head XXVIl in 1935-36 covered the cost of 
uc<{umng two parcels of block No. 50 for the Girls’ School at Haifa, the full c*ost of which is 
4-P.8,890. Under the proposed Loan Schedule a sum of d£P.29.059 was expended in 1935-36, 
making the total Loan expenditure at the 3lHt March, 1936, £P.3] .892. 

Item 42. Government Tr\de School, Haifa — Saving £P.3,500. ^ 

The proposed Loan Scheduler contains a sum of i;P.40,CN)0 for the construction of the 
Government Trade School at Haifa but as explained in paragraph 277 of my report for 1934-'15 
the estimated cost of the building was subseciuently increas^ to 43.500 and the excess was 
provided for under Item 42 ofiHead XXTII. This estimate has since been further increased 
by a sum of ;£P.4.860. Delay has occurred in the construction of the school and a sum of 
i*P.17,004 only had been expendetl from Loan funds by the Slat March, 1936. Until Loan 
funds are exhausled it is not necessary to encroach on surplus balances und no expenditure 
was therefore incurred against Item 42 of Head XXVIl during the year under review. It is 
hoped to open the school in September of this year and the unspent Ijoan provision will lie 
fully uiilis^, together with a sum of ^P.8.360 from funds to be provided under Head XXVIl. 

Item 48. Government Hospital, Haifa — Saving £P.5,000. 

The sum provided in the Estimates for 1935-36 was intended to cover the purchase of a 
site adjacent to the Carmelite Convent, |)art of which had already been acquired for a sum of 
£P.40,000 vrith a view to the construction tliereon of married quarters for the British Garrison 
at Haifa. It was proposed to utilise a part of this land, together with such of the adjacent 
property as might be required, to accommodate the new Hospital but it has since been found 
necessary to reconsider the scheme and no expenditure was incurred on it during 1935-36. 
The scheme is still under consideration. 
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Item 50. Constbuction of Isolation Hospital, Jbbusalbii. 

The HUDi of ilP.l 1,000 provided in i>he Kstimatea was said to be for the purchase and 
fenciup of a site for the Isolation Hospital at Jerusalem but the item was wrongly described: 
the sum provided was in fact intended to be used for part cost of construction of the hospital. 
It was not found possible, however, to prepare the necessary plans in time for construction 
to proceed in 1935-36 although by the end of the year the project was ready to be placed to 
tender. The estimate of cost has now been revised to i»P.15,5(X) and the project us revised 
will now provide for the construction of an additional pavilion of 22 beds, thus making the 
total accommodation 44 beds. 

Item 51. Construction op Hospital, Raulb. 

'I'lie Kstiniates for 1935-36 contained provision in the sum of iiP.6,600 for construction 
of a hospital at Ramie. The original scheme contemplated the construction of the first 
portion of the hospital during 1935-36 to provide accommodation for Infant Welfare, an 
Ophthalmic Clinic, a casualty post, a general hospital and an office. The hospital provided 
for male patients only for Ramie and the surrounding districts. It was hop^ that a site 
\v4)uld l>e available within the Municipal area but the site proposed proved to l>e too expensive 
and it has been found necessary to select a site outside the Municipal boundary. This has 
necessitated revision of the earlier scheme and it is now proposed to provide accommodation 
for staff on the premises and to retain the out-patients depi^nient and the Infant Welfare 
centre in the town. Moreover, the pressure on the accommodation in the hospital at Jaffa 
has made it necessary to provide accommodation for female as well as male patients in the 
proposed hospital. The revised scheme amends the estimate of cost from ^P.6,600 for the 
first stage to iP.10,000 for the completed building. The circumstances explained herein 
delayed the construction of tlie hospital with the result that tlie sum provided in the Estimates 
for 1935-36 was entirely unspent. 

Item 56. Conversion of Buildinu into a Tuberculosis Hospital, Nazareth. 

The scheme for the construction of a Tuberculosis Hospital at Nazareth was 
first included in the Estimates for 1934-35 but expenditure was deferred pending 
the completion by the Tuberculosis and Endemic Disease expert of a survey of the 
incidence of tuberculosis in Palestine. The scheme was again included in the Estimates for 
1935-36 and was again held in abeyance pending consideration of the expert's report. 

Item 61. Construction of District and Magistrate's Courts, Jaffa. 

This iteui provided a sum of i-P.6,0fK) for tlie construction of District and Magistrate's 
Courts in Jaffa but particulars of tlie accommodation re<]uired were not available until late 
in the year and no site has yet lieen chosen. 

Item 66. Construction op Station for Port Poucb, Haifa. 

The Estimates for 1935-36 contained provision for the establishment at Haifa of a 

special section of the Police Force to undertake the work of police control within the Port 

Area ^d to combine theifewith certain police functions in connection with the control of 

illicit immigration. The hcheme entailed construction of a Port Police Station and it was 

originally intended to erect this station in the reclaimed area. It proved impracticable. 

however, to allocate a site in the area for this purpose and the matter is still under 
consideration. 


Item 67. Construction y Camp for Farm Labour Company, Acre. 

The Estimates for 1935-36 provided for the establishment of a prison labour camp near 
the sea-shore at Acre under the administration of the Acre Central Prison. The proposal 
was that prisoners accommodate in the camp should be employed in the various seiwiws 
at the Acre Stud Farm and Agricultural Station and other works. The original scheme was, 
however, meihed during the course of the year by the inclusion of accommodation for 
juvenile delinquents. It is now proposed therefore" to expand the original scheme by in¬ 
cluding provision on an adjacent site for the accommodation of boys, not exceeding fifty in 
number, between the ages of 15 and 18. The enlargement of the camp necessitates additional 
expenditure amounting to f P.1,600 over and above the amount of .£P.3,000 already approved 
for the construction of the camp. No part of the approved provision was expended, pending 
the Secretary of State's approval of the enlarged scheme. That approval has now been 
given and funds amounting to ieP.4.600 have been voted by special warrant in 1936-37, 

Item 69. Construction op Police Station, Haifa. 

w provided a sum of ^P.6,500 for the construction of a town police station at 

Mfa. Of this sam it was possible to expend ^P.1,000 only on the purchase of a site as the 
•ctieme was not ready to go to tender until the end of the year. 




ItRM 71. OONBTBIICTION OF PoUCK TRMNINU Hc’UOOL, jRRUSALBlf. 

A auui of dk*P.46,000 wiw showu in the Eatiiuatea for 1985-36 as the estimated cost of 
construction of the Police Training School at Jerusalem and a sum of ;£P,34,000 was voted 
in that year for the work. That estimate covered the cost of a Training School for Pales¬ 
tinian Police only on a site which is now occupied by the (lovernment Arab College. After 
the original sclienie was framed it was decided that a combined British and Palestiniar 
Training School should be constructed on Mt. Scopus and the Palestinian Section is now 
nearly completed. The estiniateii cost of the combined school is £P.89,000. Owing, how¬ 
ever, to change in the plans of the British Section, involving the provision of cubicle 
accommodation for 48 details permanently employed at the Camp, the construction of that 
section has been hampered and no expenditure has yet been incurr^ on it. 

The school is being constructed in three stages namely : 


Stage 1. Palestinian Section of the main building

During 1985-36 a sum of i)P.20,116 was expended on the construction of Stage 1, while 
a sum of i}P.49 was expended in 1934-85„ thus making a total of JEP.20,166 at the 3l6t March, 
1986. A further sum of JCP.4,835 is required in 1936-87 to complete this stage.

Item 73. Construction op Poucb Station, Tbl-Aviv. 

A sum of j£P.7,700 was provided in the Estimates for the construction of a Police 
Station at Tel-Aviv, This was needed owing to the increase in the personnel of the Force 
but it was not found possible to pay over the purchase money for the site during the year 
and the preparation of plans was also delayed with the result that the project could not be 
put out to tender. As no expenditure was incurred in 1935-36 it will be necessary to revote 
the whole of the original provision. 

Item 75. Construction op Standard Poucb Stations and Posts. 

This item provided a sum of ;£P.23,6(X) for the construction of standard police statioDu 
and jKists but a sum of £P.6,4d8 only was expended during the year owing to difficulties in 
connection with the acquisition of sites and it will be necessary to revote any unspent pro¬ 
vision to which Government is committed in the current year’s estimates. 

Item 76. Construction op Pou(s Quarters in Urban Arbas. 

As in the case of the previous item difficulties were experienced in acquiring land for 
the occupation of Police quarters in urban areas and a sum of ;£P.1,070 only was expended 
out of the provision of J^P.30,000 made in the Estimates. The provision made follow's a 
recommendation of the Financial Coiiunission of 1931 that a sum of £P.40,000 a year shoi|l'l 
be set aside for the construction of Palestinian Police quarters. The original scheme has, 
however, been modified to the exiCent that Government will provide such funds as may be 
available annually for the construction of quarters for Palestinian Police until such time as 
50% of the Force is properly housed.

Item 80. Post Officb, Haifa. 

This item provided a sum of iEP.12,000 for the construction of a new Telephone Exchange 
at Haifa. A site has been reserved in the reclaimed area at Haifa to accommodate a new 
Post Office but the Exchange is to be erected on Government land in the town as the 
reclaimed area is deemed to be too valuable for the purpose. The proposed expenditure on 
the Telephone Exchange was not accorded until December, 1935. Delay in proceeding with 
the project after approval had been obtained was doe to uncertainty regarding the precise 
locntiun of the Exchange on the proposed site, which had been reserved for several (Govern¬ 
ment Deportments, and this matter was not determinated until after the expiration of the year 
under review. Moreover it was onginally intended to employ a private architect to prepare 
the plans and to supervise the construction of the Exchange but it has since been decided to 
entrust the work to the Public Works Department. 

In consequence of these delays no expenditure was incurred in 1935-36 but it has now 
been decided to proceed with the project as speedily as possible.

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Item 83. Post Ofpicb, Til-Aviv. 

This item provided a sum of £P.20,000 for the mnstruction of the Telephone Exchange 
section of the new Post Office at Tel Aviv. In 1984-35 a sum of £P.7,396 was expended on 
the purchase of a site and a further payment of £P.792 on this account was made in 1985-36 
tof(ether with £P.774 for Architect's fees. Thus the total expenditure at the Slst March. 1986. 
ninounted to iiP.8,962. The original estimate of the total cost of the Exchange and Post 
Office was £P.50,000 but this proved to be under-estimated by a sum of £P.d4,488. Of this 
excess a sum of £P.8,18R is due to the cost of the site, for which the original estimate made 
no provision, and d£P.26,300 to constniction, of which ;£P.6,050 is due to the employment of 
a private architect. Owing to the revision of costs no progress was mode in 1936-36 with 
the construction of the Exchange block. ‘Expenditure amounting to £P.23,000 has been 
sanctioned in 1936-37 for the construction of the Exchange (including Architect's feesV 
In view, however, of present financial circumstances the construction of the main Post Office 
section of the building has been deferred. 

Item 86. Excess Cost of Jerusalem Post Office. 

A sum of £P.7.500 was inserted in the Estimates to cover the excess over the amount 

# _ 

provided in the Loan Schedule for the construction of the Jerusalem Post Office. The 
estimated cost under the Loan Schedule was £P.112,()()0 and the excess has been caused by 
an increase in labour costs. Considerable delay has taken place in construction, with the 
result that it was not found possible to utilise the excess funds provided in 1935-36. 

Item 87. Construction of Residence for the Chief Secretary. 

The original estimate of the cost of construction of a house for the Chief Secretary was 
€P.5.500 but this was increased to £P.8,020 in the Estimates for 1935-36. Owing, however, 
to increase in building costs and in the price required for the land the project was held up 
during 1935-36 and the project has since been abandoned. 

Item 115. Construction of Southern Approach Road to Jaffa Port. 

The original estimated cost of the constniction of this road, as framed in 1934-35, was 
£P.34,130 and the Government share of the cost was then estimated at j6P.21,686. As the 
Jaffa Municipality were to benefit considerably by the construction of this road it was agreed 
that it should pay the balance of the estimated cost, viz. ^P.12.444. The Municipality hod, 
however, already expended a sum of £P.1.6(X) on part constniction of the road, and the 
arnount of its cash contribution was therefore reduced to £P.10.844. This amount was duly 
paid by the Municipality and carried to Government revenue in the accounts for the year 
1934-35. As approval for the construction of the road was obtained late in the year the 
amount expended in 1934-35 was £P.3,131 only. 

A sum of £P.24,930 was revoted in the Estimates for 1935-36; but a further sum of 
jBP. 4.469 was required on account of the facts recorded above. Tt became evident, however, 
that the original estimate was inadequate and it was necessary to supplement it bv a further 
amount of d6P.13,739, making the total estimated cost of the work ^P.47.869. The increase 
in cost is partly due to the fact that the Consulting Engineers requested certain alterations 
in levels, and partly to an increase in labour costs since the original estimates were prepared 
in June 1934. These two factors were responsible for increases over the original estimates 
of approximately ;£P.2,000 and £P.2,5(X) respectively. A further sum of approximately 
fP.S.f^ was also necessary owing to under-estimation, caused by the technical difficulty of 
obtaining reliable data on which to form an estimate until buildings encumbering the site of 
the proposed road had been demolished. Furthermore, the necessity for providing an outlet 
for surface water drainage was overlooked when the original estimate was framed and an 
additional amount of £P.3.850 was provided during the year to meet this contingency. 

The expenditure incurred on the construction of the road during 1985-36 amounted to 

£P.36.531 or a total expenditure of fP.89.669 to the 31st March. 1936, leaving an unspent 

balance of i6P.6.607, part of which fa sum of fP.4.993) is in respect of compensation for the 

expropriation of land which, for legal and technical reasons, it was not possible to disburse 
in 1935-36. 

Item 130. Devet-opment of Reclaimed Area, Haifa. 

This item provided a snm of £P.6.120 for the development of the reclaimed area at 
Haifa. Supervision of development and the disposal of the sites within the area ban 
t>een entrusted to an officer of the Department of Land Settlement who is acting os Agent of 
the Estate under the direction of a Committee. The item rovers the cost of office administra¬ 
tion, the initial cost of main and interBe<^ing roads and of secondary sewers. The remuneration 
of an architect who has been appointed to control the design and construction of buildings 
on the Estate is also met from this item. During the course of the year the need arose for 
certain unforeseen expenditure on the extension of drainage works, the provision of a 
domestic water snppiv and distribution mains, the installation of a water supply for bniMings 
in course of construction on the extended Plnmer's Square, the provision of a car-nark and 
the construction of service roads for a large block of warehouses. These unforeseen expenses 
caused an excess of £P.5.575 over the provision made in the Bstimat-es. 






iTEH 135. IlfPROVBMBNTB TO VILLAGE WaTBR SUPPIJBS. 

Pruvision in the sum of £P.45,000 is made in the propoaed Loan Schedule for improve¬ 
ments to Village Water Supplies. In 1934-35 a sum of £P.X^^,T20 was spent on this account. 
When the Estimates for l^fe6-36 were framed it was hoped that the Director of Public Works 
would he able to spend a total of 4>P.50,000 on this scheme but this anticipation was not 
realised and the total expended during the year — all under the Ijoan Schedule — was 
iiP.32,273. so that the provision made under Head XXVII was totally unexpended. 

Item Airports, Ltdda and Haifa. 

A tentative estimate of £P.200,000 was made in the Kstiuiates of 1935-36 for the cost 
of the establishment of Air Ports at Ijydda and Haifa. During the coui-se of the year detailed 
estimates of both capital and recurrent expenditure were framed and have since been 
approved. It was not possible to expend the whole of the provision made in the Estimates 
for 1935-36 and progress has been further hampered during the current year by disturbances, 
but it is hoped to have the ninways completed before the next rainy season. 

Item 137. Additional Plant, etc. for Haifa Harbour. 

This item provided a sum of iiP.6,000 for the construction of a restaurant (JEP.1,000), 
dual railway line (i;P.l,500), and permanent and semi permanent offices (j6P.a,600). Little 
progress was made with this work during the year but a sum of j£P. 313 was expended on the 
dual railway line. The scheme has been held in abeyance owing to the proposal that the 
Harbour shall be extended, as the enlarged Port area will necessitate reconsideration of the 
proposed location of the restaurant and offices. 

Item 138. Plans for Extension of Harbour. 

It was decided that the Consulting Engineers should be asked to prepare plans (at an 
estimated cost of liP.lO.OOO) for the extension of the Harbour at Haifa. The plans have been 
prepared and considered by (xovernnient but the account hud not been rendered at the Hist 
March, 1936. It will be necessary to revote the provision in the current year.

Item I H). Jaffa Port Improvements. 

In paragraph 261 of my report for the year 1934-35, reasons were given for the inclusion 
in the Estimates for 1935-36 of a sum of £P.181,740 for the Jaffa Port Iniprovements Scheme. 
At this stage the estimated cost of the scheme was £P.413.163, but it since became necessary 
to revise this statement to a total of A‘P.477,463, or a further excess of i;P.64.300. Tlie

Revised estimates of the cost of the Oil Dork and East Reclamation scheme at Haifa 
are A'P.i09,73<) for the Dock and A*P.56,146 for the reclaimed area^ thus making a total of 
4*P.i65.876 which is A'P.55,876 in excess of the amount provided in the proposed Ijoan 
Schedule.

The revised estimate of the cost of the East Reclamation scheme proved to be £P.9,do4 
in excess of requirements owing to :— 

(i) a reduction of width from twelve to nine metres on the rubble dyke road after the 
original estimate had been prepared. This reduction, together with the modifica¬ 
tion of certain subsidiaiy' road works, has resulted in a saving which is at present 
estimated at £P.5,477; 

(ii) the sum of £P.2,700 provided for minor works has proved to be greatly over¬ 
estimated. Ex|)enditure sliown in the Loan Schedule is now i:P.57 only and a 
saving of 4;P.2,643 is thus secured; 

(iii) the sum of £P.2.500 provided for contingencies has also proved to have been

The funds provided under the proposed Jjoan Schedule, namely, AT.210,000. had been 
fully expended at the 31st March, 1936, and i£P.12,780 was expended in 1936-36 from the 
provision made under Item 143. Thus the total expenditure at the Slst March* 1936, was 
A‘P.222,780 and it will be necessary to vote a further sum of i£P.43,096 in 1936-37 tp 
complete the work.

Item 145. Erection op Lightroitsb, Tel-Aviv. 

It became necessary to provide by special warrant a sum of £P.1,897 for the erection of 
a new light-house at Jaffa Port. Under Clause 17 of the Agreement with the Administration 
G^n^rale de Pbares the work of constructing the light-house fell to be carried out by the 
Vdministration at Government's expense. The existing light-house was of obsolete type and 
had become inadequate. The mechanism operating the revolving lenses was unsatisfactory 
and masters of vessels complained of the poor intensity of the light and that they were unable 
to distinguish it among the lights of the town. Moreover, the view of the light-house from 
the sea was partly obscured from the south-west by the erection of a transit shed in the Port 
ares and had a new light-house not been erected it would have become necessary to provide 
for the elevation of the then-existing light-house so that it mi^t be clearly visible at sea from 
all directions. 
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Item 168. Government Pbintino Press. 

The 19*27 PuleHtiiie Guaranteed Loan contained proviBion for the construction of u 
Government PrintinK Press at a cost of £P.39,34*2 of winch £*P.8,868 ha<l l>een expended by 
the Slst March, 1935. At the Slst March, 1936, expenditure from Loan Funds amounted 
to ^P.37,265 and it l>ecanie necessary, in addition, to provide a sum of A‘P.4.058 under Head 
XXVll for the purchase of machinery. Included in the original estimate was a sum of 
i£P.19.800 for the cost of the purchase and installation of machinery but it was necessary to 
reconsider plant re<)uirenientH and in certain cases more modem and ex{)enHive plant was 
acquired on the recumniendation of His Majesty's Stationery Office, thereby causing an 
excess over the original provision. Since these additional funds were provide it has been 
found possible to assess hiially the cost of the (instruction and equipment of the Printing 
Press which now amounts to £P.43,993, comprising:—

Item 157. Pubchask ok additional land for Government Offices, Jerusalem. 

The 1927 Palestine Loan Schedule contained provision for the construction of Govern¬ 
ment Offices and a sum of iEP.21.300 had already been expended from the Loan provision 
on the acquisition of a site. Detailed consideration of the needs of the office made it evident 
that the land thus acquired was insufficient for the full needs of Government Departments 
and a further area of land adjacent to the existing site was therefore acquired at a cost of 
£P.31 .(XX). The building scheme is still under consideration. 


Item 163. Preliminary investigations into the possibility of a Deep Water Habbouu 

AT Jaffa. 

In January, 1936, the Resident Engineer, Jaffa Port Improvements was instructed to 
Oiidertake a survey into the possibilities of a deep-water harbour at Jaffa. The estimated 
cost of the scheme was j£P.10.000 and a first instalment of £P.600 was placed at the disposal 
of the Resident Engineer of which £P.253 was expended by the 31st March, 1936. Further 
expenditure amounting to i£P.4,697 was subsequently incurred or committed. The information 
gained will be of value in any funher consideration of the feasibility of constructing a deep¬ 
water harbour in the neighbourhood of Jaffa, but it is not at present intended to make 
practical use of the information obtained from the survey.

Item 164. Excess Cost or Jeri^salbm Water Supply Construction. 

The proposed Loan Schedule contains a sura of £P.370,000 for the construction of the 
Jerusalem Water Supply but the estimate proved to be short of requirements and further siimR 
of i6P.18,000 and d9P.14,490 proved to be necessary. During the coarse of the year expenditure 
amounting to ^.152,295 was incurred under the propped Loan Schedule and d9P.5,lll 
under Head XXVll, leaving a sum of d£P.45,452 to be expended during the current year of 
which £P.36,200 is allocated to the Jerusalem Municipality for that part of the scheme falling 
within the Municipal boundaries.

Under Item 1, Construction of married quarters at Rosh-Pina, work was postponed 
owing to inadequate supplies of water. It bad b^n agreed to share in the cost of investigating 
suppUes with the Palestine Jewish Colonization Association by whom the work of investigation 
was carried out. These efforts proved unsuccessful and the further measures necessary to 
obtain a suitable water supply are still under consideration. Meanwhile approval has been 
accorded to the payment to the Palestine Jewish Cobnization Association, in 1936-37, of one 
half of the cost of the experimental boring undertaken, amounting to dSP.757. Water is 
beinf obtained from the welts owned by the Association pending discovery of a more adequate 
supply. 

Item 4. Water Supply, Rbisan Camp. 

This item provided a sum of ;^P.572 for the installation of a water supply to Beisan 
Camp. The estimate was found, however, to be inadequate owing to an under-estimate in the 
size and cost of the pipes leading from the Beisan Town supply and of the proportion of the 
cost of that supply to 1 m borne by the Force. It had originally been agreed that the total cost 
of the town supply should be borne by the Beisan Municipality, the Railways and the Trans- 
Jordan Frontier Force in proportion to the daily consumption of each; but it later transpired 
that the water was not suitable for Railway use and the cost liad iher^ore to be redistributed 
between the Municipality and the Traus-Jordan Frontier Force. Additional funds amounting 
to £P.22d were accordingly necessary-, thereby raising the cost to :£P.600; but a sum of i»P.466 
only was expended during the year owing to delays in installation and a revote of the 
unexpended halum-e will be re4|uired in 10:16-:17. 

Item 6. Water Supply, Robh-Pina Camp. 

This item provided a sum of i£P.600 for the installation of a water supply to the camp 
at Rosh Pina. For the reafions explained under Item 1, it was not possible to proceed with the 
installation as a satisfactory supply of water was not obtainable. 

Item 8. Roads in Jordan Area Camps. 

A sum of i£P.92<) had been provided for tlie construction of roads in the camps in the 
Jordan area. Of this provision a sum of i;P.643 only was ex|)ended during the year but 
the work was in progress at the Slst March, 1936, and the balance of funds will be required 
in 1936-37. 


Item 13. Construction op A.F.V. Range. 

The sum of i£P.675 provided in the approved Estimates represented one half of the 
cost of providing a range for use by annourra fighting vehicles in machine gun fighting and 
was ba^ on the cost of a similar range in E^rpt. The other half of the cost was to be 
provided from .\ir Force funds. This scheme was. however, subsequently modified and the 
cost reduced to iiP.860. No expenditure was incurred in 1936-36 as approval of the scheme 
was not received until March, 1936, and a revote of i6P.430 will therefore be required in 
1936-37.

Item 14. Rbconstructiom of Zerka Camp. ^ 

A sum of £P.11.200 was provided in the Estimates for the construction of the at 
Zerka. Of this provision a sum of j£P.10,736 was expended on the construction of semi¬ 
permanent buildings to replace the temporary structures formerly erected. The programme 
was not com|2eted during the year and the unspent provision will be required in 1986-37. 


Item 17. ELBt’TRif lN8T.\ix.moN and Water Supply, Zbbka. 

Thia item provided a sum of iEP.SOO for Electric and Water Supply installations for tlie 
Camp at Zerka. The work was completed during the year but it became necessary to provide 
additional funds amounting to i;P.149 owing to faulty construction which necessitated much 
of the work being done again, and to delay on the part of the contractor which caused an 
increase in labour costs. The penalty clause of the contract was duly enforced and a sum of 
JsP.96 thereby recovered from the contractor. The excess of dEP.160 represents the excess 
coat after due allowance has been made for this recovery. 

Item 18. Storm Damaqr, Zerka Water Supply. 

A special warrant in the sum of £P.225, of which d£P.2*23 was expended, was provided 
under Item 18 to enable repairs to be executed to the Zerka water supply which was 
damaged by storm water in February, 1935. A sum of j£P.441 had been expended in 1934-35 
in repairing the damage and the further sum provided in 1935-36 was required to cover the 
cost of the pipes supplied by the Palestine Public Works Department.

140. In order to arrive at the ^ficit charged to Revenue the accounts of the Petah 
Tiqva and Kantara-Rafa Railways are excluded as the surpluses are subject to special 
arrangements. In the cose of the Petah Ti^va Railway there is an obligation to pay interest 
to the colonists and to Government on their respective advances for the construction of the 
line. The surpluses in previous years have been insufficient to pay this interest in full and at 
Slst March, 1936, after distribution of the year’s surplus there was an outstanding debt of 
£P.12,d94 due as urtder:— I

To the Petah Tiqva Colonists . .£P.11,274 

The agreement provides for the repayment to the colonists of the amount advanced 
(;£E.20,000) with interest at the rate of 6% per annum but a prior charge exists in favour of 
the Government of Palestine in respect of interest on the excess cost of the line met by 
Goverament over the contribution by the colonists. That excess was ;£P.34,019. Any 
deHciency in the payment of interest to Government, together with interest at 6% thereon, 
has first to be met l^fore the claim of the colonists is due for payment and any deficiency in 
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reBpect of such psyment also bears interest at the rate of 5% per annum. The agreement 
further provided that after meeting the charges for interest the net surplus shall be set aside 
to repay the loan of ^E.'JO.OOO m^e by the colonists. In 1923-24 £P.568 was repaid to the 
trolonists and £r.267 in the year 1924-25. Ttie net surplus of £P. 1,627 in 1935-36 was 
entirely absorbed in the repayment of interest to liovernment and is includetl in the revenues 
of tile Palestine Railway. 

141. Special airangements were entered into regarding the Kantara-Kafa Railway with 
effect from let April, 1933. Prior to this date a moiety of the profits of the Railway was 
credited to the H{)ecial (Renewals) Fund and a moiety of the profits was divided between His 
Majesty's (iovernment and the Palestine Railway in proportion to their capital interest in the 
Railway. This method of division entailed a special and complicated system of accounts to 
avoid which the (General Manager proposed that the allocation of profits on a percentage basis 
sliould give way to commuted payment on a rental basis. The rental basis was approved and 
the sum of i;P.4.0(X} was ogre^ upon as the annual rent to be paid by the Palestine Railway 
for the use of the line subject to reconsideration at the end of three years. This period expired 
on diet Marcli, 1936. The question of rental to be paid os from Ist April, 1936, will be con¬ 
sidered as soon as the recommendations in Messrs. Price, Waterhouse and Company's Report 
have been dealt with. A moiety of the profits (£P.d,501) resulting from the operation of the 
Kantara-Rafa Railway was contributed to the Kontora-Rafa Railway Special Fund, and the 
remainder (£P.8,501) was included in Palestine Railway Revenue. Expenditure includes a 
rental payment of £P.4,()()0 on this account. 


142. The net deficit charged to Government Expenditure under Head XXIX was there¬ 
fore j£P.124,159 consisting of the deficits on the Palestine and Hijaz Railways wliicb were 
£P.114,112 and £P.10,()47 respectively.

This represents the first contribution by the Posts and Telegraphs Department towards 
a Renewals rand. Hitherto the cost of renewal of the assets of this Department were met, 
u and when required, from the Extraordinary Vote of the Department.

Renewals fund to enable the anticipated cost of renewals of the assets to be spread evenly 
over their life. A sum of j 6P.20.000 was shown for this purpose in the expenditure estimates 
of the Posts and Tele^jraphs Department for 1^5-36 but the matter was left open for further 
consideration regarding the method of calculation of the annual contributions to the fund. 
The method has now l)een revised and the agreed contribution will l>e shown in the Estimates 
for 1936-37 as deP.28,780. 


Sir Ellis Kadoorir Bequest — ^P. 1,866. 

The Bequest is for the constniction and endowment of Agricultural Training Schools 
at Tulkarm and Mt. Tabor. The total amount received from the donor was £P.121.551 
consisting of £P.121.439 paid in the year 1924 and £P.112 in the year 1928. The Bequest 
was enhanced in value by transactions on investments and by the accumulation of interest 
to a total of £P.179,320. Of this total the sum of fP.93,084 h^ been remitted by the Crown 
Agents for the Colonies for the constniction and equipment of the schools by the Blst March. 
1936, leaving an amount of £P.86.237 in the fund. The balance was held partly on invest¬ 
ment in the Joint Colonial Fund (£P.18,900) and partly in Tnistee Securities (jBP. 67,335), 
the balance of J9P.2 being held by the Crown Agents for the Colonies in cash. There 
remained a balance of .£P.4,756 in the current account at the Ist .4pril, 1935, and this has 
been utilised during 1935-36 for capital work on school construction, with the result that a 
lialance of j£P.1.856 only remained in the account at the 31st March, 1936. The estimated 
cost of construction and equipment of the school is j 6P.80.148 of which j 6P.77,867 had been 
expended at the 31st March, 1936. A further sum of :£P.2,281 is therefore required to com¬ 
plete the work. Of this sum a balance of J6P.1,856 remains in the current account and it will 
be necessary, therefore to draw on the Endowment Fund in the hands of the Crown Agents 
to the extent of J6P.425 in order to complete construction and equipment.

The advance to the Jerusalem Municipality for the construction of a new abbatoir and 
incinerator was made during the years 1931-32 and 1932-33 and amounted to A'P.17.H94.42^1 
mils. The advance is recoverable in ten consecutive annual instalments, the first of which 
was paid in 1934-35, and at the Slat March, 1936, a total of £P.3,578.884 mils had been 
repaid leaving £P.14,315.5d9 mils outstanding. The advance was made free of interest as 
it was needed in order to enable Government to comply with an essential condition of Mr. 
Rockefeller's donation for the construction of the Museum that the Municipal abbatoir and 
incinerator should be removed from the vicinity of the new building. 


An advance of A‘P.9.134 was made to the Municipality of Haifa in connection with 
developments undertaken in the oil area under an approved town planning sclieme. The 
advance was made on the understanding that refund would be obtained from the proceeds of 
a betterment tax which it was proposed to levy on the owners of property included in the 
scheme: but it has not yet been found possible to levy this tax and the matter is still under 
consideration. The advance was made free of interest owing to the fact that the question of 
oil storage within a restricted area was largely concerned with the development of Haifa Port 
and was not merelv a matter of local interest. 


In consequence of cloudbursts over Tiberias in 1934, the sura of £P.6,267.359 mils was 
advanced by Government to the Municipality to enable the Council to meet the cost of essential 
road works. The authorised limit of the advance is £P.6,300 and the works executed were :—

159. During 1934-85 a sum of i}P.14U,65U was expended on the purchase of piping, 
etc., and the to^l expenditure to the diet March, 1935, amounted to iiP.199,633. 'During 
1935-36 a further sum of £iM5*i,295 was expended on this project under Advances in anti¬ 
cipation of the proposed Jjoan and a sum of £P.5,111 from Head \XV1I making a total at 
that date of 357,039. The revised estiuiuted cost of the work, including the sum 
allocated to the Jerusalem Municipality is 1;LM09,49U. The work carried out in 1935-36 
virtually completed construction outside the Municipal area but a further sum estimated at 
A‘P.9,;251 is required to augment the yield of the three wells at the source of supply, etc., and 
a sum of i‘P.36,900 is required by the Jerusalem Municipality for works inside the Municipal 
area. The sum provided in the Loan Scliedule for the full scheme is £P.370,000 and the 
excess is to be met from surplus balances. 

Jerusalem Drainage Scheme. 

160 The estimated cost of this work is £*iM50,000 and a sum of j£P.43,9d8 had been 
expended at the 3l8t March, 1936. The scheme is being executed by the Jerusalem Muni- 
ci^ity. The works outside the Municipal area have been commenced but progress has been 
hindered by numerous breakage of pi{>eH shippetl from the I'nited Kingdom which has retarded 
the completiou of the work by approximately twelve months. It is estimated that a sum of 
j£P.45,000 will be expended in 1936-37 and that the work will be completed in the following 
year. 

Haifa Drainage Scheme. 

161. At the 31st March, 1936, a total sum of i:P.*2,7U3 had been exp^ded on the Haifa 
Drainage Scheme. Payments made cover the salaries of the engineer and staff engaged on 
preliminary works. The total expenditure in 1935-36 amounted to j£P.94d.

Haifa Water Supply. 

162. A sum of ;^P.504 was expended during 1934-35 in connection with the visit of an 
expert to advise on the question of a suitable and adequate water supply for Haifa. In 1935-36 
a sum of i)P.d00 was paid as a tirst payment on account of Government contribution to the 
Mt. Carmel Water Su|>ply Co-operative Society IjUI. for the erection of a water reservoir of 
600 cubic metres capacity. 

At the time of the British Occupation a well was discovered on Mt. Carmel and used 
for Military purposes. The pump and lines were later uci^uired by the Palestine Railways. 
In 1929 the well and plant were purcliiised by a Cnminitt^ of Mt. Carmel residents (aftttf- 
wards tt’ansformed into a Co-o()erative Society and registerefl as such) which has since supplied 
all the residents on Mt. Carmel with water, an undertaking which, for various reasons, could 
not be carried out by the Municipal C'orporation. During the last three years the develop¬ 
ment of Mt. Carmel has been so rapid that the yield of the well was not sufficient to supply 
all the inhabitants and the Society liad to supplement its resources by pumping water from 
the plain. Apart from the inadequacy of existing tanks, tliey beciime so dilapidated that there 
was fear of collapse and the Society wtks faced with the necessity of constmcting a new 
reservoir. The funds retjuired to carry this scheme into effect could not be raised by the 
Committee^ and Government was accordingly iisktMl to advance funds to the Society to enable 
it to construct the reservoir. .\s the Mt. (*aniiel Supply System was ultimately to become 
a part of the Haifa Water Supply Scheme, Government agreed to advance funds to the 
Society to a maximum of j£P.3,200A)n the following conditions :— 

(a) That the Society should pay interest at the rate of 3^% per annum on the money 
advanced with an allowance for depreciation based on the actual cost of the work 
and its estimatetl life. 

(b) The Director of Public Works should examine the plans and tenders and supervise 
the carrying out of the work. 

(c) The Society should be responsible for maintenance and for any damage or deprecia¬ 
tion other than fair wear and tear and should insure the reservoir against liability 
to damage by earthquake. 

(d) Land to be transferred to Government and ultimately to the Municipality of Haifa.

The scheme provides for the sinking of 43 bore lioles and at the 
Slst March, 1936, 12 bores had been sunk. Four Imring plants are engaged on the work but 
it has been found necessary to release them from time to time for work outside the scheme and 

in carrying out tlie scheme as originally contemplated. 
Moreover the average cost per bore has proved to be greatly in excess of the original estimate, 
the question of the future of the scheme is now under consideration. 

Under scheme (iii) a total of 191 schemes had l>cen approved by the Village Water 
Supply Committee at the Slst Decemlier, 1935. but the necessary formalities had been com¬ 
pleted in respect of 159 schemes only and of these approximately 130 were completed by the 
3lBt March, 1936. Provision had been made in the Estimates for 1935-36 for continuance 
of these projects £rom funds provided from surplus balances, amounting to £P.20,000, but it 
was not necessary to utilise this provision as the total exfienditure from Loan Funds at that 
date amounted to J6P.32,273 only.

165. The sum provided for the first stage of the Government Ai*ab (College is TP.27,000 
of which 4-P.23.570 had been ex|>ended at the 31st March, 19:i6. The work is now nearing 
completion and it is anticipated that the balance of funds will be expended during 1936-37. 
The building as at present constructed consists of block “A*’ only, with necessary appur¬ 
tenances, but other facilities such as playground, tennis courts, access road, etc., are eminently 
desirable and will be provided as soon as may be practicable. 

Government Schools in Towns. 

166. The position regarding ex|)enditure on the construction of Government Schools 
in towns is explained in paragraph 135 Item 37 of this memorandum. The total sum expended 
from funds provided under the proposed lioan Schedule at the Slst March. 1936 was 

jeP.31.892. 

Capital Grants to Jewish iNSTmrnoNs. 

167. The total expenditure during 1935-36 amounted to jeP.10,206 but no grant has 
yet been made to the. Handcrafts School and Workshop of the Mizrachi in Tel-Aviv and 
other grants have onlj^ \yeen partially made. The grant to the Hebrew Technical School at 
Haifa has been issued only to the extent of £P.5,120 owing to delav in obtaining the necessarv 
equipment for the school. 

Government Tbchnicai* and Trade School. 

168. The positiqn regarding the construction of the Trade School at Haifa is explained 
m paragraph 135, Item 153 of this memorandum. The sum charged to Ix>an Funds at the 
Slst March, 1936, amounted to ;6P.17,()()4. 


Jerusalem Post Oppicb. 


169. The sum provided for this work under the proposed Loan Schedule is £P.16%,0Q0; 
but It became necewary to provide a further sum of ^P.7.500 under Head XXVIl owing to 

estimated cost of construction. Of the total of £P.163,500 a sum of 
w required for equipment and fP.119.500 is re<|nired for the buildings. The total 
expenditure at the Slst March, 1936, was £P.66.952 of which £P.42.129 was incurred on the 
^uisition of the site and the construction of the building and deP.24.823 was expended by the 
Toste and Telegrapdis Department on new telephone exchanges. The building will not be 

completed before 1937-38 and it will therefore be necessary to vote further funds during the 
current year and in 1937-38. ^
